Europe that would have been flattered by the 
selection of the Pope as an umpire in its 
quarrels with a sister State, and there cer- 
tainly is not a sovereign in Europe upon 
whom the selection would make such an im- 
pression as it has upon the Pope. Bismarck 
might have asked the King of Italy without 
any impropriety or even without casting any 
reflection upon Leo XIII., but it would have 
been a bitter pill for the latter to swallow. 
In itself the compliment is of little conse- 
quence. If there had been anything at stake 
it is not likely that Bismarck would have 
approached the Pope at all with any 
such request. Germany does not care 
a straw for the Caroline Islands. If 
she had wanted them she would have 
taken them and could have made a 
strong defense of her action before the world, 
but instead of giving them up at the Spanish 
demand Bismarck satisfies Spanish pride by 
referring her to the Pope as the highest 
authority, and at the same time places him- 
self in such an apparent friendly attitude to- 
wards the Vatican, and makes such an open 
bid for its good will as a matter of gratitude, 
that it cannot but influence the action of the 
Prussian Clericals and conciliate them by 
this important acknowledgment of the Papal 
dignity. He has pleased them with a toy, 
but it will probably be more effective with 
them than hard words and ungracious actions

Tue Board of Education at its last regular 
meeting unanimously passed a resolution 
directing the teaching of music in our public 
schools in accordance with the methods 


which Mr. Tomlins has so long and so suc- 


cessfully pursued in this city, the new sys- 
tem to be put in force in April next. In 
applying it to the public schools Mr. Tomlins 
proposes to teach the school-teachers them- 
selves, so that they may eventually be able 
to teach the children; and with this end in 
view he will organize two classes of teachers 
of about 175 each, selected for their aptitude 
to this purpose, from the primary and gram- 
mar schools, who will meet once a week for 
a period of about thirty weeks. Upon these 
occasions he will explain the philosophy of 
his method to them. with appropriate illus- 
trations and exercises, and by the time the 
period 1s half finished it is anticipated that 
they will be ready to begin with their pupils. 
It is unnecessary to enter into the details 
of the plan, which contemplates teaching 
music as an art, as a means of physical re- 
form, and as an aid to general education. 
The extraordinary success which Mr. Tom- 
lins has had with his large private classes of 
children is of itself sufficient warrant for the 
introduction of his system in the schools, and 
it adds to its desirability that the action of 
the board does not create any new offices, 
make any changes, or involve any additional 
expense. We understand that Mr. Tomlins 
will commence with the teachers at once, 
and that next spring the latter will begin 
with their pupils. As the system cannot be 
called an experiment, there is every reason 
to believe that its results in the schools will 
be as gratifying as those which have attended 
his private work, with which the public is 
alreagly familiar. 


THE DEMOCRATS AND THE CITY 
ELECTION LAW. 
The Democratic County Convention in re- 
fusing to indorse the new Election law as- 
sumed an attitude antagonistic to honest 
elections. The venomous oppesition which 
was displayed towards it by members of the 
gang and the evident leaning of the conven- 
tion towards Jomackinism were alike dis- 
graceful. It would have been more manly 
for the members of the convention to have 
come out squarely and declared themselves 
against the law upon the ground that they 
were in favor of fraudulent elections, which 
would be prevented by its adoption. They 
would have occupied a more consistent pusi- 
tion had they frankly said: We are op- 
** posed to the new law because we want no 
interference with ballot-box stuffing, or per- 
jured patent affidavits, or forged returns, 
or false registration, or stealing ballot- 
boxes, and the rest of the machinery with 
„which our gang carry elections. If we 
pass this law we cannot pack the polls 
with our judges and clerks. We cannot 
** prolong elections into the darkness, which 
is favorable to fraud and violence, and the 
counting of returns far into the night, 
when our manipulation of them cannot be 
seen. We cannot have the votes falsely 
“counted by the Common Council. If this 
new law is adopted it will oust the Mo- 
Donald and Van Pelt gangs and break up 
„their machine, as there is no use for them 
in honest elections.” 
This is what they would have said had 
they expressed their real feelings and ideas. 
. They know that the law is equally fair to 
both parties, as it aims not at the success of 
this or that side, but only to secure honest 
elections. They do not want a fair law. 
They want a loose law under which they can 
carry elections fraudulentiy when they are 
defeated by the honest vote—as was the case 
last spring. It is useless for them to con- 
ceal their purpose. Why do they not come 
out openly and admit that they believe in 
Jomackinism and Van Pelt methods, and 
do not want a law which will interfere with 
them? If they were in favor of honest elec- 
tions they would be in favor of this law; for, 
once it is in force, it will be impossible to re- 
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imous vote declaring in a bold, manly, and 
straightforward manner that Judge Smith 
was the lawfully- elected Mayor of Chicago, 
that he received a clear majority of the votes 
cast by qualified electors, and that he 
was temporariiy. deprived of his office by 
false votes and a bogus count. They further 
resolved that the contest should be vigorously 
pushed, and that Judge Smith should be 
seated in the office to which he was elected 
as soon as a count of the votes can be secured. 
These resoiutions voiced the unanimous sen- 
timent of the Republiean party. They know 
that their candidate was elected, and that if 
Harrison’s lawyers can be thwarted in their 
various cunning tricks to secure a delay, so 
that the votes can be counted, the count will 
show that the present usurper who occupies 
Judge Smith’s seat was defeated by a major- 
ity of the legal voters of Chicago. Having 
this knowledge they boldly and manfully re- 
solved to support their Mayor and to push 
the contest with renewed vigor so long as 
there is a single day of his term unexpired. 
The Democratic County Convention, on 
the other hand, showed the ‘weakness of its 
faith in the validity of Carter’s pretense, and 
made a confession of guilt by refusing to 
take issue with the Republican platform, so 
far as it related to this matter, and adjourn- 
ing in a panic lest the members should be 
compelled to put themselves on the record 
and vote down a resolution of confidence that 
he had been legally elected. Their refusal 
even to recognize a resolution which had 
been sent to their Chairman showed that they 
were afraid to face the music. It demon- 
strated beyond any question that they knew 
Carter Harrison was badly defeated, and that 
if the votes can ever be counted and the facts 
got at they will prove that Judge Smith is 
the Mayor of Chicago by a majority of 
thousands, and that he is unjustly 
and illegally deprived ot his office by 
the frauds of Democratic partisans and the 
chicanery of Harrison's lawyers. The 
convention in reality served a notice upon 
Harrison that it had not cheek enough to 
condone a fraud which is palpable to the 
whole community, to indorse his bogus claims 
to the Mayoralty, or to support him in the 
pending contest. It leaves him alone to con- 
tinue his disgraceful struggle against the 
will of the majority, and does not propose to 
aid him by any display of sympathy or any 
assurance of support. Had this convention 
really believed that he was elected it would 
have been quick to support him and prompt 
in its expression of indignation at the claim 
made by Judge Smith upon the office. If 
Carter Harrison were not so closely wrapped 
up in his self-conceit and vanity as to be im- 
pervious toa hint he would recognize the no- 
tice which has been served upon him by his 
own party and step down and out from the 
place to which he knows himself that he 
was not elected. The least that he could do 
would be to order his attorneys without fur- 
ther evasion or subterfuge to consent to the 
counting of the votes. His own party is 
afraid to support his false claims. What 
further proof of their falsity is needed ?

The elections do not 
seem to offer any remedy. Upon this point 
the London Spectator observes: 


The people do not want a rev h, or the 
overthrow of the Republic, but they have made 
government very dificult. The Ministry must 
go, to begin with, and it is difficult to see how 
itis to be replaced. It is easy to say that M. 
Ferry or M. Briason could goon if either the 
Monarchists or the Radicals would support 
them; but how are they to gain over either? 
They could not agree with the Monarchists for 
a month, if only about the church; and if they 
turn to the Radicals they must make such con- 
cessions as would submerge them in that party. 
M. Ciémenceau could not enter a Cabinet which 
aid not withdraw from Tonquin and Madagas- 
car, disestablisb the church, and either impose 
an income tax or carry out retrenchments of 
a severe kind.

When lardi sat down Ignazzio 
Silvestri, who is boyish in appearanee, with 
long, black eyelashes, was left alone. His face 
might not have shown defiance or courage, but 
there was no evidence init of shrinking or 
dread. He quietly satdown after the sentence 
and looked vacantly before him. 

WORKING FOR HER CLIENT.

THE MEN AND THEIR CRIME. 
Giovanni Azari is the son of Francesco 


Azari, 
and he is 81 years old and a shoemaker by 


trade. His native place is Trabbia, which is 
a dependency of the sub-prefecture of Termini. 
Nine years ago he married Salvatora Denna, 
by whom be has become the father of four 
children, three of whom are dead. He came 
to Chicago in 1884. He can neither read nor 
write. 

Ignazio Silvestri is 23 years old. He is from 
Termini also. He married Antonia Bove and 
she bore a child since he came to America. 
His father’s name was Agostino Silvestri. The 
prisoner’s business was that of trunk-carrier 
from railroad depots and hotels. He came to 
Chicago from Louisvilie, Ky., ten months ago. 
He reads and writes in Italian. 

Agostino Gelardi is a native of Termini 
Imerese, in the Province of Palermo. His 
wife, only 18 years old now, bore the maiden 
name of Maria Galuzza, and she is living in 
Termini with ber 13-months-old boy. Gelardi 
iss a soapmaker. He can read and write very 
poorly in Italian. 

Following is an outline of the circumstances 
of the crime: 

Friday moruing, May 1 last, the baggageman 
at the Fort Wayne Depotin Pittsburg opened 
a suspicious-smelling trunk and found the 
body of Caruso therein, firmly tied with ropes. 
Nothing was found in the pockets of the 
clothes on the .corpse but a post-office order 
for $25 issued by the Chicago office and pur- 
chased by Filippo Caruso. F. Caruso had $350 
of savings on his person when last seen at 
home. Gelardi was arrested in New York by 
the police of that city, having gone there the 
day after assisting to ship the body. The mur- 
derers choked the life out of Caruso at 9 
o’clock the morning of the Thursday previous 
to May 1. Gelardi shaved Azari first and 
asked Caruso if he wanted to de 
shaved. He complied, and while he sat in the 
chair Gelardi stood behind him, lathered his 
face, and suddenly placed a rope with a pre- 
pared noose in it around Caruso’s neck, at the 
same time placing his hand over his mouth to 
stifle any cries. Silvestri and Azari immedi- 
ately seized the ends of the rope and pulied 
with all their strength, and Caruso fell on the 
floor a corpse. 


JENKINS’ DEFALCATION, 


A CHURCH LEADER GOES WRONG—HIS WIFE 
DIES OF GRIEF—JENKINS CONFESSES. 

Syracuse, N. T., Oct. 24.—)|Special.|—A 
great deal of excitement was caused here this 
afternoon when the fact was made known that 
John T. Jenkins was a defaulter to the amount 
of $15,000 or $20,000, having been using the 
funds of his employers, S. P. Pierce & Sons., 
wholesale and retail crockery dealers. Mr. 
Jenkins entered their employ ten years ago, 
and had been trusted implicitly. He is a promi- 
nent member of the Park Presbyterian Church 
and Young Men’s Christian Association. At 
one time he was Superintendent of the Sunday- 
school. A few weeks ago be resigned his posi- 
tion on account of ili health, he said. An 
accountant was put at work on the books and 
the defaications were brought tolight. In 
some instances whole pages of the ledger were 
found missing, and one of the bank-books can- 
not be found, it is said. Jenkins broke down 
and begged for mercy. It is understood that 
the affair was settled by bis wite giving her 
note for $10,000 and Jenkins assigning a $7,000 
policy on his life to the firm. Mrs. Jenkins 
bas died since she learned from ber husband 
of his misdeeds. Although the defuication 
occurred several weéks ago it has just been 
made public.

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TRIP AT $50 A DAY. 


BaLtTimore, Md., Dot: 94,—[Spectalj—Sewer- | 


al Georgia papers have recently published 
stories of a claim to a large tract of land in this 
city by the heirs of Col. Philip Yeiser, an offi- 
cer of the Revolutionary War, who left Balti- 
more in 1788 and settied in Kentucky. Shortly 


before leaving Baltimore, it.is stated, he made | 


a lease for ninety-nine years of twenty-one 
acres of land, which were at that time in the 
suburbs of the city. Now this property, as the 
claim declares, is covered with blocks of ¥aiu- 
able buildings and valued at nearly $50,000,000. 

The improvements at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity continue. Two more buildings ‘are in 
course of erection, which will make eight in 
all. Work on the Hopkins Hospital, which wil! 
embrace twelve large buildings and cover two 
blocks of ground on North Broadway, is pro- 
gressing rapidly. All the buildings are under 
roof. The third year’s work on the new Federal 
building in Baltimore will soon close with the 
immense granit;structure three stories high. It 
will take two years more to complete the work. 
During the iast summer nearly one thousand 
private residences have been erected in the 
northern and northwestern sections of the 
city. Several hundred of them are mere shelis 
of houses, put up for sale and to increase the 
value of the ground-rents. This ground-rent 
system of Baltimore is almost ruinous to the 
city’s business interests. Speculators in 
gzround-rents run up rows of houses which 
they sell subject to the ground-rents, and the 
purchaser, while he may own his house, can 
never own the ground upon which it is built. 

In this correspondence about a month ago 
mention was made of the death of William H. 
Israel, an old and eccentric recluse who had 
ved shut up and alone ina large house for 
twenty years. The oid man left a valuable es- 
tate. A letter has been received by the Mayor 
from Martin Israel of Plano, Kendall County.

The 
writer says that he had a brother of that name, 
and wants to know if the one who died in Bal- 
timore is that party.

She was a notable 
woman in charities and Episcopal Church 
work. The Bishop died in 1879.

Lonpon, Oct. 24.—|Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.]—The sServians are invad- 
ing Bulgaria, advancing by the way of Klissara. 
They crossed the frontier at 9 o’clock tonight. 
Aftorce of Bulgarians is advancing to meet 
them. Bulearian troops are being withdrawn 
from the Turkish frontier in the Adriauople 
district and concentrated on the Servian front- 
jer. The Servian troops are leaving Nissa for 
the Bulgarian frontier, and the Servians on 
the road to Widden are receiving reinforce- 
ments. 

Prince Alexander is believed to be acting 
under an understand with England ing and Tur- 
key that the Sultan’s authority over East Rou- 
melia is to be mantained and tribute paid. 
Russia's proposal for the deposition of Prince 
Alexander has not received the assent of Eu- 
land, France, or Germany. 

KING GEORGE’S SPEECH SCOFFED AZ. 

King George's speech to the Greek Chamber 
of Deputies Friday is scoffed at throughout 
Europe. All prophecies of warlike expression 
failed of fulfillment, and the King’s mild state- 
ment of his position carried with it a certain dis- 
appointment which now gives rise to the con 
tumelious remarks which are heard on all 
sides. He evidently succeeded in pleasing no- 
body. His own subjects suffered an over- 
whelming disappointment. They expected a 
rousing call to arms, but instead were treated 
to a selfish résumé of the situation. The King’s 
address virtually amounted toa wet blanket 
with which he sought to quench the patriotic 
sentiments which had taken possession of his 
people; but in place of checking their ardor he 
has simply excited their disgust. 

THE EXPULSION OF THE MINISTRY PROB- 
ABLE. 

It is expected that the result of the King’s 
attitude will be the expulsion of the present 
Ministry from power and the recall of M. 
Tricoupis, who is now in London as Special 
Envoy from Greece to the Court of St. James, 
in order that he may again be placed at the 
bead of affairs and forma Ministry in perfevt 
accord with the wishes of the people. 

THE SERVIANS ALSO INCENSED. 

The Servians are becoming incensed at the 
want of backbone displayed by the ruler of the 
Hellenes, whose inaction and timidity they 

Tall to understand. They accuse him of being 
tool in the hangs of the Emper- 
ors. It is semi-officially stated tonight, 
that England wül enter the joint conference 
unpledged to the status quo ante. Students of 
the Eastern ques non predict that the conference 
will fail to reach a solution of the question be- 
fore it, and that squabbimg and a confiict of 
interests will soon lead to its complete collapse; 
that bloodshed will follow, and result in a 
further dismemberment of Turkey. The su- 
preme struggle will come, itis said, when 
Prince Alexander of Buigaria abdicates or is de- 
throned, and then the choice of his successor 
will complete the furor.

A GREAT RIDDLE. 

fhe situation in the Balkan States is critical, 
and is engroesing the attention of all European 
statesmen. The majority of them teel that if 
a settlement of the imbroglio raised by Prince 
Alexander be effected the Great Powers will be 
drawn intoa dangerous clash by their conflict- 
ing interests. The dispatches today from Vi- 
enna and Constantinople are significant and 
somewhat contradictory. 

DOUBTS REMOVED. 

From the Austrian Capital’ comes the state- 

ment that all doubts as to the action of the 


_ sienatory Powers to the treaty of Berlin re- 


specting the Roumelian difficulty have been 
removed by the speech of Emperor Francis Jo- 
sepb today at the meeting of the Delegations. 
This body is a Parliament composed of 120 
members, one-half of whom are chosen by 
Austria and the other half by Hungary. The 
jurisdiction of the Delegations is limited to 
foreign affairs and war. The Emperor, in ad- 
dressing the Delegations, said: 

“The foreign relations of Austria are of the 
most friendly nature. The recent meeting of 
the Emperors at Kremsier clearly indicated to 
an unprejudiced mind that the active and 
trustful relations of Russia, Germany, and 
Austria still continued, which is a very im- 
portant fact at this juncture for the peace of 
Europe. The Powers who join us will main- 
tain che legal status of the Baikan States guar- 
anteed by the treaties of Berlin and San Ste- 
fano as a basis for securing peace in the fut- 
ure. The unanimity of the Powers on this 
point 1s an important guarantee of the success 
of a peaceful solution of the Roumelian ques- 

tion. The signers of the treaty of Berlin seek to 
restore the status quo which was so unexpect- 
edly violated by the Roumelian rising, en- 
dangering the peace and welfare of the people 

“of the whole Balkan territory. Europe evi- 
denced her respect for the treaties of San 
Stefano and Berlin by the confidence where- 
with she gave the Balkan States independent 
political existence. Austria's first care is to 
maintain peace among the nations and protect 
the interests of ber monarcby. Bosnia and 
Herzegovina make steady progress in an indus- 
trial and economic way, and are able to pay 
their own Administration. 

WHAT THE SPEECH MEANT. 

If the Emperor's speech means anything, it 
Means that Germany, Austria, and Russia are 
united in a determination to secure the depo-

A French Beauty’s Death from Mor- 
phine—A Sensational Case of 
Vitriol-Throwing. 


Tough Story About M. Brisson—Burton's 
Book Still Making a Remark- 
able Stir. 


Lonpon, Oct. 24.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.]—The Prince and Prin- 
cess Waldemar will begin housekeepmg on an 
income of only £4,000 a year, which is regard- 
ed as rather small for even the third son of the 
King of Denmark and a Princess of the House 
of Orleans. The French Radicals are greatiy 
incensed at M. Schwartz, Mayor of Eu, where 


the wedding took place, because he insvribed 


their names on the register of the Mayoralty 
as Royal Highnesses. They declare that, as 


all hereditary titles are tabooed under the Re- 


public, the Mayor was guilty of an insulting dis- 
regard of the rights of the people to have all 
persons considered as simply citizens. M. 
Schwartz explains that the Danish Minister, 
on behalf of the Ducde Chartres, father of the 
bride, asked that the ceremony should be per- 
formed at the Mayoralty of Eu, but said that 
if the giving of the tities of the Prince and 
Princess whenever their names were used 
were an obstacle to the civil marriage being 
held there, he, the Minister, would perform it 
at the Danish Legation. Mayor Schwartz, ac- 
ceded to the request that the titles be employed 
as a harmless mark of courtesy. He is 
extremely wealthy, and is a partner in the 
ownership of the Republique Francaise. He is 
not likely to be dismissed from his office by the 
Government in consequd§e of this outcry. 
The single cloud over the festivities attending 
the marriage was the newsithat Estrupp had 
been shot at in Copenhagen, and the knowledge 
that the father of the bridegroom was-standing 
on the edge of adynastie abyss. All signs 
seem to indicate that King Cbristian will pay 
for his luck in marrying off all his children so 
well by losing his crown. His only supporters 
are a few of the old aristocratic bigots and the 
servile circle of Copenhagen tradesmen. Op- 
posed to him are all the reformers, 
land-owners, and merchants of the rest of the 
kingdom. He assumes to rule them like the 
Czar in Russia. If it were not for the dislike 
of violent action and the genuine respect en- 
tertained for most members of bis family he 
would be dethroned in twenty-four hours. As 
it is, bis latest resolve to prorogue Pariiament 
and put the country under martial law, with 
the suppression of the Liberal press and the 
right to hold meetings, seems certain to basten 
the climax. 1am assured that his reign is not 
likely to last the year out, and it is more than 
probable that there Will be an attempt to estab- 
lish a Republic. 

Says a Paris dispatch: It cannot de dis- 
guised that the marriageof an Orleans Princess 
to Prince Waldemar of Denmark, notwithstand- 
ing the way in which public curiosity was 
avoided, bas produced a great impression upon 
Frenchmen. This princely congress in 0 
modest dwelling of the head of the old reigu- 
ing house of France, this unostentatious bom- 
age by monarchicai Europe to the representa- 
tive of that hose shows that the Comte de Paris 
holds in his hands a principle whichis purt of 
the patrimony of France and may at a given 
moment be her supreme resource.

1810.“ 

REIGNING SENSATIONS IN FRANCE. 

One of the most celebrated beauties of the 
court of Napoleon III. nas just fallen a victim 
to morphine. Mme. Cordier, née Lafayette, 
and sister of Marquise de Galliffel, was for sev- 
eral years addicted to the habit of injecting her- 
seif with morphine. She was buried yester- 
day at Saint Germaine, after enduring eight 
days of most excruciating torture of mind and 
body. The remains shortly after death as- 
sumed ali the transparent beauty and classic 
purity of outline for. yas so famed 
in ber youth and so wel.-known in pictures. 

A very startling scene of vitriolic eloquence

at the Palais de Justice bas caused a flutter of 


excitement amongst the legal profession. The 
Judge and advocates were about to proceed 
with the trial of acase concerning the seizure 
and sale of asmall cottage at Montacuil be- 
longing to Mme. E. Laisiér, a pretty widow. 
M. Galas, a commission agent, had been deput- 
ed by a group of Mme. Laisiér’s creditors to 
effect a judicial sale of the cottage for the 
benefit of creditors. M. Galas stood in 
the left corner of the audience cham- 
ber, surrounded by several lawyers, 
when Mme. Laisiér suddenly walked up 
to him, opened a small basket that-she held in 
her bands, and took from ita bottle of con- 
centrated vitriol and threw it at the astonished 
commission agent. M. Galas shrieked and 
yelled with agony and fell senseless to the 
floor, his face fearfully burnt, both eyes de- 
stroyed, and his clothes so carbonized by the 
fluid that tney fell from his body like burnt 
paper. Maitre Duclos, who stood next to 
Galas, bad bis right ear burnt off. Seven other 


lawyers were disfigured and the wook-work of 


the audience chamber was covered with the 
terrible liquid. M. Galas was carried to the Hotel 
Dieu Hospital, and Mme. Laisiér was seized by 
gendarmes, who found in her basket another 
bow! of vitriol and a loaded revoiver. Mme. 
Laisiér managed to seize the revolver and 
placed the muzzle in ber mouth with the inten- 
tion to commit suicide® but the gendarmes 
were too quick for he: and prevented her firing. 
Upon being questioned by the Judge, whose 
clothes’ also had been sprinkled with vitriol, 
she said:. I determined yesterday to vitriol- 
ize Galas, who was about to sell my cottage 
and deprive me ot my own home, although he 
bas in his hands plenty of money to pay all my 
creditors. I only regret that I didn’t kill 
him.“ 

The following story about M. Brisson, Presi- 
dent of the Council of Ministers, is being cir- 
ciilated in the French newspapers. A magis- 
trate at Saulzais being summarily and unjustly 
dismissed frum office by order of M. Brisson, 
appealed to Mme. Brisson, the Premier's 
mother, to intercede with her son for his (the 
magistrate’s) reinstatement. The lady replied 
frankly and imprudently, telling the magis- 
trate that she had lost all influence over bim; 
that years ago he bad broken off all rela- 
tionship with her family. He still,“ wrote 
Mme. Brisson, holds himself a stranger to- 
wards usto our great grief. He alloyed his 
father to die without visiting bim, d, al- 
though he attended his father’s funeral, be 
totally ignored ail the other members of the 
family.’’ The injured magistrate of Saulzais 
lost no time in reveuging himself upon M. Bris- 
son by making the letter with the mother’s 
dondemnation of bim public. 

Yesterday a Frenchwoman whose name had 
been suppressed out of sympathy for ber fam- 
uy lost 75.000 francs at a gambling table at 
Monaco. The unfortunate woman implored 
the keepers of the piace to return a moiety of 
the sum she has lost so as to avert social ruin. 
The keepers refused to return her a single 
franc and the woman committed suicide by 
shooting herself with a revolver.

SMALL-POX IN CANADA. 


OFFICIAL REPORT OF DEATHS—STUDENTS 
OF ST, LAWRENCE COLLEGB BADLY 
TREATED BY THE AUTHORITIES OF THAT 
INSTITUTION, . 

MONTREAL, Que., Oct. 24.—]Special. |—Official 
returns at the health office show that there were 
thirty-tour deaths from small-pox in this city 
yesterday, two in Coteau St. Louis, two in St. 
Cunegonde, two in St. Henri, and one in St. 
Jean Baptiste Village. A number of cases are 
reported from La Prairie. In one family alone 
one has died and four others have been taken 
sick with the disease. 

The Rev. Father J. H. Cusbing and thirty 
American students of the St. Lawrence Col- 
lege, which is situated about seven miles east 
of here, arrived in the city this morning en 
route for St. Michael's College, Toronto. The 
main cause ot this exodus is that some time 
ago two of the students were taken sick of 
the smail-pox, were removed to an adjoining 
building, and shortly afterward died. A reporter 
was introduced this morning to the Rev. Mr. 
Cushing, who complained bitterly of 
the manner he and the American stu- 
dents had been treated by the au- 
thorities of the college. ** Smali-pox,”’ 
he said, has been prevalent here for some 
time. Deaths bave even occurred among the 
students, and being in charge of Americans I 
was in duty bound to notify their parents and 
friends of the fact. As soon as they knew of 
the state of affairs they naturally asked that 
their sons and relatives should be removed. I 
prepared to do so, and notified the authorities 
of the college of the fact, who, huwever, re- 
ceived my intimation with anything but 
good grace, and put us out this 
morning without breakfast or the means 
of obtaining it. They have in fact 
cast us into the Janes and byways of Canada 
unprovided for. Iam now making arrange- 
ments to take my students to Toronto by the 
Father Cushing weut to 
Moronto a couple of days ago to make arrange- 


ments for the accommodation of the American 


students there. He was successful, with the 
provision, however, tnat every student going 
to Toronto should be provided with a certificate 
of vaccination and good health. One of the 


students gave the foilowmg version of the af- 


fair: We had no idea smali-pox was so bad in 
the city, and when some of ournumber were 
taken ill and removed to another building, we, 
of course®@id not suspect small-pox. It de- 
came whispered about, however, that some of 
the students so removed had died from small- 
pox and we became afraid. We applied to 
Father Cushing, who was responsible for our 
being there. He had visited the places where 
we live at Pittsburg, Scranton, Oil City, and 
other places in Pennsyivania and picked up 
about thirty. students for the college. We ap- 
plied to him and asked to be removed. When 
we left this morning they gave us nothing to 
eat, and appeared very indignant at us for 
leaving; but we are the ones who have reason 
to be indignant.”’ 

The Civic Board of Health today refused the 
request of outside municipalities to be allowed 
to send their patients to the Montreai hospitals. 
recommending them to build hospitals of their 
own. The provincial having failed to adopt 
the local board’s suggestion to close the

Tbis action is futile, however, 
for all the Demucratic candidates were given 
their certificates, strictly on the quiet, as soon 
as the official count was over last Thursday.

Tne legisiative candidates were waicing in the 
Clerk's office Thursday,Oct. 22, and the moment 
the official count was finished the certificates 
were issued.

Nothing was 
said about it, and the impression is still abroad 
that the certificates have not been issued. As 
a matter of fact, not a moment was lost, and 
now the contest must be taken to the House of 
Representatives. This morning McGranahan, 
Republican candidate for magistrate, manda- 
mused Mr. Daiton to compel him not to issue 
a certificate to Martin, the Democratic candi- 
date, and last: night Evans, candidate for 
Common Pleas Judge, had a man- 
damus sent out to Mr. Dalton’s house 
to prevent him from giving Judge Huston a 
certificate. However, the certificates have ail 
been issued, and were at the time of the is- 
suance of the mandamuses. All four Repub- 
lican candidates for the Senate have man- 
damused Mr. Dalton.

Late yesterday af tern 50n County-Clerk Dal- 
ton received a telegram from Gov. Hoadiy ask- 
ing for the official returns of Hamilton County 
on the amendments. Mr. Dalton’s clerks had 
completed this part of the count, and he was 
anxious to accommodate the Governor. But 
Squire Sanderson refused to sign the returns 
until be received permission from Judge 
Buchwaiter. As the time of the court 
was occupied in hearing the arguments 
of Messrs. Jordan and Follett in the 
injunction proceeding, Squire Sanderson and 
bis attorney, Mr. Hatton, interrupted the court 
to know if the Squire would be permitted to 
sign the returns without being in contempt of 
court.

The work of 
trying to detect the perpetrators still goes on, 
andtwoof Pinkerton’s meu are said to be on 
the ground in the interestof County-Clerk 
Joyce. Suspicion now strongly points to Pros- 
ecuting-Attorney Montgomery, who has been 
besieged by reporters for three days, but stead- 
fastly refuses to make any statement.

Like the rest of well-wishers for our common 
humanity, I have no personal animosity against 
any pon because he may be possessed of mill- 
ions upon millions; but to any free and en- 
lightened American the announcement that 
any man’s qualifications to a representative 
or executive position in the government of 
any portion of this Nation, wheth-

Superintendent Ebersold stated that out of 


thirty-six giris taken from one building on 
State street six or eight were fresh from the 
country, having been induced to come to Chi- 
cago by street-walkers, who went to Wisconsin, 
Michigan, and Indiana and induced farmers’ 
daughters to leave their homes.

TOO MUCH BEING MADE OF IT. 

J think the papers are mdking too much of 
this controversy. It is simply an effort to re- 
kindle the embers of a fire which has long 
since died out. I do not believe Mr. Chauncey 
Depew intended to do more than to repeat 
from memory a statement made by Gen. Grant 
at a dinner-table. He is a very bonorabie 
gentleman, but he, uo doubt, thought there 
was something in this matter. But there was 
nothing more in Mr. Jobnson’s attitude than 
the ordinary volitical differences which will 
exist between men of different parties. I re- 
peat again, there was no violence intended. 
Everybody was sick and tired of war. Nobody 
thought of fighting, except on paper. 
After Stanton was removed I wanted 
President Jgobnson to nominate Gen. 
Jacob D. Cox as the Secretary of 
War, and his confirmation by the Senate would 
have settled the whole controversy. Mr. Kev- 
erdy Johnson coincided with me in this par- 
ticular, but the President would fight it out in 
his own way. As I have already stated, Mr. 
Johnson was impressed with the belief that 


speculators and investors, as the 
bonds, mortgages, and stock dividends of rail- 
roads did almost exclusively here twenty and 
even ten years ago.

Gambling Suppressed in Milwaukee— 
Found Dead in the Woods—Other

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 24.—[Special./|—R. 
H. Park’s bust of Lincoln, in marble, which 
attracted such geueral admiration at the ex- 
position during the period which it remained 
there, has been sent to Chicago, and will be 
piaced on private exhibition in that city for a 
short time. The causes which led to the pro- 
duction of this bust, which is acknowledged to 
be the most perfect likeness of Llucoln in ex- 
istence, are interesting. In 1883 the com- 
mittee having in charge the erection of 
the Bates Monument of Lincoin at Chi- 
cago invited a number of well-known 
sculptors to submit designs for the work. A 
half dozen or morn responded, among them 
Mr. Park. Soon after this Mr. Park was asked 
to visit the committee’s headquarters, where 
he was informed that his design was looked 
upon with great favor by the committee, but 
as they were very anxious that the face of 
Lincoln snould be perfect they telt 
in duty bound to hesitate in awarding 
the contract. The fact was,“ remarked 
a Chicago man who is thoroughly con- 
versant with the ins and outs of 
the whole affair, this committee had deter- 
mined at the outset to give the work to a New 
York scuiptor, and the request for designs 
from different men was only a blind.“ How- 
ever, knowing nothing of this, of course, and 
being confident that he could please the gen- 
tlemen, Mr. Park volunteered to prepare a 
bust of Lincoln for the committee’s criticism. 
They certainly could not refuse him this test 
of his ability to please, and he set about 
the task. When completed he ‘asked a 
prominent member of the committee 


to examine the work. The committeeman re- 
sponded, and after but a glance at the bust de- 
ciared it to be far from a likeness of Lincoln— 
entirely different from any bust or picture of 
the dead President that had ever been made, 
and bearing only a slight resemblance to him. 
Mr. Park knew better, and it was then that he 
for the first time mistrusted that there might 


be a determination on the part of the commit- | 


tee not to be “ satisfied’ with any work but 
that of the New York sculptor. He inquired 
as to who had best known and been 
the most intimate with President Lin- 
coln, and had such men as Leonard Swett, 
Judge Drummond, Isaac N. Arnoid, and others 
named to him. When requested to view the 
bust Mr. Swett was at first reluctant, but 
finally consented. With Mrs. Swett he visited 
the studio, and for nearly a half hour they 
silently gazed at the bust from different 
positions. Tears came to the eyes of the lady, 
and when Mr. Swett arose from his seat he

LOWERING THE BICYCLE ROAD RECORD. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 24.—/jSpecial.]—In an 
attempt to break the twenty-four-hour bicycle 
road record, Messrs. F. F. Ives of Meriden, 
Conn., and A. A. Rhodes of Dorchester, ieft 
the Faneuil House, Brighton. Thursday at 5 
p. m. and sucveeded in their task. having cov- 
ered at 4:58 yesterday afternoon, twenty-tnree 
hours and fifty-eight minutes after the start, 
241 9-32 miles. This excels the record of 
233 1-6 miles made by Mr. A. A. McCarty of 
Lynn, Mass., Sept. 24 and 25 last, which was, 
until yesterday, the best American 24-hour 
road record. The course was very similar to 
that ot the Boston Bicycle Club at their recent 
road race. Starting from the Faneuil House 
it led through Chester Park, Boston, to Matiney 
House Hill, Dorchester; there through Milton, 
Lower Mills, Dedbam, Needham Plains, New- 
ton, and home through Watertown and Cam- 
bridge, a total distance of forty-seven and a- 
halt miles. The route was gone over five times, 
a short rest and refreshmeuts being taken at 
the end of each lap. The course was one of 
the finest which could possibly have been 
chosen bereabouts, and the conditions were 
simply perfect. As road records have been 
made under rather questionabie circumstances 
of late and one at least was found to be short, 
every precaution was taken to verify the length 


of the course.

NO LACK OF CANDIDATES. 

Considering the importance of the position, 
if viewed from a financial standpoint, the con- 
test lor the office of County Physician for the 
East Side is becoming an exceedingly interest- 
ing one. There are now four candidates actively 
engaged in tho canvass, they being Dr. Kasten, 
who seeks a reélection, a resident of the First 
Ward; Dr. Adler of the Seventh Ward; Dr. 
Scribner, whose resignation as Superintendent 
of the Milwaukee County Insane Asylum will 
take effect Nov.1; Dr. O’Brien, a resident of 
the Third Ward. Each aspirant has suc- 
ceeded in working up a very creditable 
support among members of the Coun- 
ty Board of Supervisors, by whom 
the choice is to be made. Drs. Kasten ana 
Seribner, however, appear to have gained a 
position in the race slightly in advance of the 
other competitors, and it is the general belief 
that the contest will finally be brought down to 
one between these two men. Dr. Adler's candi- 
dacy bas not been bettered by a well-circulated 
rumor that be has been brought into the field 
by a Supervisor from his ward—and who is 
doing the principal work in his behalf—for the 
express purpose of ousting Dr. Kasten, the 
doctor having incurred the enmity of this Su- 
pervisor by not catering to that element of 
the ward which the latter is the 
acknowledged leader. Chairman Ros- 
siter bas promised to present the name of Dr. 
Kasten at the election, and it is expected tnat 
he will perform a like service for Dr. Scribner. 
The latter. with an exceilent reputation asa 
medical practitioner, and backed by several in-

THE HORSE-HITCHING QUESTION. 

Tho rigid enforcement of the horse-hitching 
ordinauce, which in the last four days has re- 
sulted in the arrest and conviction of about 
100 persons, bas been the occasion of unlimited 
comment, which is quite generally favorabie 
to the course being pursued. Altbough the 
ordinance has been in existence fora number 
of years, little or no attention has been paid to 
it and it had become a dead letter. A little 
over a year ago the thorities were 
awakened to the importance: of having 
the law obeyed by the sad death ot 
a prominent lady resident of the 
city, occasioned by injuries received through 
her carriage coming in collision with a runaway 
team (Which bad been left unbitchbed) and she 
peing thrown to the hard pavement. A few 
arrests of owners of horses left standing in the 
street without being tied were then made, but 
the good work was soon abandoned and driv- 
ers permitted to do as they pleased regarding 
the use of tie straps.. Thus have matters gone 
on until more than one-baif the norses in con- 
stant use were seldom bitched when left 
to themselves in the street. Particulariy was 
this noticeabie in the case of icemen and de- 
livery-wagon drivers, who appearto have to- 
tally forgotten the use for which hitcbing- 
straps are intended. 
the police was occasioned by a chance remark 
by Dr. Chase last Tuesday morning. Having 
heard ot A. W. Phelps’ death, which occurred 
the previous day—the result of a runaway ac- 
cident—the old gentieman inquired of a police 
officer if there was no way of putting a stop to 
the careless and dangerous practice 
of leaving borsee untied. He was in- 
formed of the existing law, and re 
quested to confer with Chief-of-Police Ries re- 
garding the officers giving more attention to its 
enforcement. Ibis he did immediately, and 
that night and the following morning, when the 
officers reported at headquarters before going 
upon their respective beats, they were given 
instructions to arrest the owner or driver of 
every horse leit standing in the street without 
being tied or placed in a responsible person’s 
charge. Twenty-two arrests were made the 
next day, twenty-four the day following 
that, and others have since been daily heard 
from. Ineach instance a tine of $5 and costs—in 
ail amounting to $6.58—bas been imposed. Ina 
large number of instances the parties arrested 
have been prominent mercbants and business- 
men, and little or no objection to the action 
bas been expressed, the defendants realizing 
the importance of baving the ordinance en- 
forced. About the only bowl heard is from the 
icemen, the drivers of wagons not only hav- 
ing left their teams loose in the street but per- 
mitted them to go block after block without a 
person near the reins. This custom will not be 


longer tolerated.

NATIONALIST HOPES.

1 attended tne first two conventions just held 
in Ulster. Both in Cavan and Fermanagh there 
were local candidates who taiked of trying 
their strength against men selected by Parnell. 
Cavan was already politically enfranchised, 
but the Enniskillen convention, which was held 
in tbe cellar of a schoo)-house, seemed to 
sound the deathknell of landlord and Orange 
rule in Fermanagh. True to the intolerant 
traditions of the town, the local authorities re- 
fused the Nationalists the use of the town 
ball, and they were driven to take refuge ina 
cellar. The convention presented a really 
dramatic scene, recalling vividly tbe days 
when persecuted Catholics assembled in caves 
and secret places to worship or plot to over- 
throw English rule. 

A DRAMATIC INCIDENT. 

In the face of intolerance the Fermanagh 
convention was given a lesson in religious tol- 
eration. Among the aspirant candidates was 
a Methodist named Jordan, who had been an 
active worker in the land league agitation. 
When it became known that Purnell had 
pusbed him aside, and there, was an aimost 
fierce outburst of protest from Catholic dele- 
gates, speeches, carnest and passionate. 
were uttered in rude and vigorous lan- 
guage by Catholic peasants protesting against 
this Protestant man who had labored for the 
people being put aside at a moment's notice. 
A storm of generous passion swept over the 
assembly, which seemed to threaten that a re- 
volt would burst outin that cellar. The scene 
was certainly a striking one, not without its 
elements of nobfiity. The Erne River, rush- 
ing by the lower windows, roaring boisterously ; 
groups of men standing about the pillars sup- 
porting the superstructure; strong facts 
lighted up with passion; the bomely attire, un- 
kempt bair, and shaggy beards of the peasants 
mingling and contrasting with the biack-robed, 
staid, self-contained clerical delegates gath- 
ered in the dim Jlight of the celiar 
made up a picture which Salvator 
Rosa only could do justice to. With 
Northern stubbornness the peasants stuck 
to their point about Jordan. It required ail of 
Sexton’s tact to prevent the storm from sweep- 
ing away Parnell’s nominee, Doubtiess resist- 
ance could not have been overcome except 
Jordan rose and in an eloquent speech with- 
drew his candidature. Peace was fully re- 
stored by the announcement that Parnell in- 
tended to nominate Jordan for another con- 
stituency. The proceedings ended with the 
eutbusiastic and unanimous adoption of Red- 
mond and Campbell. 9 

AN HISTORICAL EPOCH CLOSED. 

This convention marks the close of an histor- 
ical epoch and demonstrates that revolution 
can be accomplished by the extension of suf- 
trace. No Nationalist or Liberal ever repre- 
sented Fermanagh. For centuries its mem- 
bers of Parliament have been se- 
lected from and by a few families. 
During 150 years the Archdales, father and 
son succeeding in unbroken line, have held 
one seat as the family property as the Arch- 
dales, Coles, Crichtons, and Wolseleys for 
centuries have held undisputed sway over its 
Celtic population; but their day o, domination 
is passing away.

FRANCE. 
CONFIRMATION OF THE NEWS_OF A TERRIBLE 
MASSACRE OF CHRISTIANS IN ANNAM. 


PARIS, Oct. 24.— Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune. |—News that a terrible massa- 
cre of Christians has taken piace in Aunam is 
unfortunately confirmed. The first news 
reached Paris the eve of the last election, but 
the news published by the Gaulois, the Figaro, 
and other conservative organs was hardly 
credited, and was interpreted as un electioneer- 
ing maneuvre at the last moment, intended to 
produce a telling effect against the colonial pol- 
icy of the Opportunists. The first com- 
munication was sent from Hue to the 
seat of the foreign missions in the Rue du 
Bac. The Minister for War telegraphed at 
once to Gen. de Courcy, who lost no time in 
replying that he bad heard nothing of the kind, 
and that perfect order existed in Annam. The 
ignorance displayed by the French commander 
proves the confusion and anarchy which must 
exist in the provinces over which the tricolor 
bas been planted. Although Hue and Hanoi 
are connected by telegraph no indication was 
received by Gen. de Courcy of what was going 
onin the province of Kouang Tri, situated 
north of Hue and on the very borders of Tou- 
leing. It was there that the regent, Thuyet, 
took refuge a few weeks ago, carrying with 
bim the young King. The Capital 
of the province bears the same 
name of Kouang Tri; Camilo is a 
sub-prefecture. The first result of the procla- 
mation of the Regent Thuyet, who called upon 
the peopie to exterminate the French and their 
partisans, bas been the massacre, the extent

EXTRAORDINARY EXCITEMENT AMONG STOCK-

noon of an extraordinary excitement among 
stock-brokers, particularly those interested in 
the American market, and the rivalry between 
the messengers of the different cable com- 
panies, who rusbed franticaily hither and 
thither delivering dispatches, was more marked 
than ever before.

York telegrams came in which demonstrated 
that those “‘arbitragers’’ who bad gone short 
of the London market with the bope of cover- 
ing in New York had completely; failed. As 
soon as ‘the contents ol these telegrams 
became generally known many speculators, 
frightened at the nearness of settling-day, and 
knowing the magnitude of recent bear sales, 
rushed with ghastly faces to cover at all haz- 
ards.

York Central advanced rapidly, but prices fell 
off somewhat when the police began to clear

At the close of the official market the reaction 
which occurred in the middle of the week had 
been overcome.

OBITUARY. 
DEATH OF THE BISHOP OF ELY--MITRES AT 
SALISBURY'S DISPOSITION. 

LONDON, Oct. 24.—[Via Mackay-Gennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.]—The Bishop of Ely is 
dead. The death of the Bishops of Manchester 
and Ely will give Lord Salisbury two more 
mitrés to dispense besides the one of Salis- 
bury, recently filled, which is an unprecedent- 
ed bunching of clerical patronage. Mr. Glad- 
stone only had eight mitres during bis Premier- 
ship of four years. 

[The Rt.-Rev. James Russell Woodford, D. D., 
Bishop of Ely, was born at Henley-on-Thames 
April 80, 1820, and after a preliminary training 
at Merchant Taylors’ School, was sent to 
Pembroke College, Cambridge, where he 
took his B. A. fim 1842, obtaining honors 
asa Seniar Optime in the Mathematical Tripos, 
and as a second-class man in the Classical Tripos. 
He was ordained deacon in 1843 and priest in 1845. 
Mr. Woodford heid the incumbency of the new dis- 
trict church of St. Mark's, Easton, between Staple- 
ton and Bristol, from 1847 to 1855, when he was 
presented by Bishop Monk to the vicarage of 
Kempsford, Gloucestefshire; this living he held 
down to 1868, when he was chosen by tbe 
trustees of the parish church and vicarage of 
Leeds as successor to Dr. Atlay in that important 
position, on the elevation of the latter to tne See 
of Hereford. He was also for some years exam- 
ining chaplain to the late Bishop Wilberforce, who, 
in 1867, bestowed on him an honorary canonry in 
Christ Church, Oxford; and he was appointed 
Select Preacher before the University of Cam- 
bridge in 1864, 1867, and 1873. He was nominated 
to the Bishopric of Ely when Dr. Harold Browne 
was translated to Winchester; and was conse- 
erated in Westminster Abbey Dec. 14, 1873. Dr. 
Woodford was the author of several volumes of 
* Sermons,” Lectures,“ etc.. including ** Sermons 
Preached before the University of Cambridge.“

‘AN INSANE FATHER FIENDISHLY KILLS HIS 
LITTLE ONES—HE ADMINISTERS ARSENIC 


AND THEN SHOOTS THEM. 

SUSQUEHANNA, Pa., Oct. 24.—[Special. |—The 
crime of John Howell in murdering his four 
children and then inflicting probably fatal in- 
juries upon himself proves even more horrible 
in its fuil details than the brief announcement 
in last nigbt’s dispatch indicated, and accideut 
alone prevented the list of victims being 
swelled to eight. For hours the solitary farm- 
house was a deatb-trap, where a murderoug 
woodman kept watch beside his four victims, 
ready to murder any who approached. Howell 
is a prosperous English farmer, 40 years ol age. 
His farm lies in Preston Township, about three 
miles from this place. Howell was known as 
an industrious, wel- conducted man of excel- 
lent judgment and pleasant temper. For a 


year past, however, he has been under treat- 


ment for Bright's disease, and the melancholy 
so frequently attendant upon. that affection 
unsettied his mind. His mania took a mur- 


derous and suicidal form, and it is now known

The m 
was ended before noon and Howell seated him- 
self, cocked revolver in hand, to await the 
coming of his wife and daughter. About 1 
o' lock be saw bis brother-in-law approaching 
the house, but he turned aside while still at a 
distance and thus saved bis life. Disappointed 
of his prey, Howell again took up his watch 
beside the murdered babes. His wife and 
daugbter, he concluded, had determined to 
stay over nightintown. He then shot himself 
twice, and fell unconscious beside the mur- 
dered innocents. A tew minutes after 
the wife and daughter reached home. Enter- 
ing the house they found the father and the 
four little ones lying side by side all apparent- 
ly dead. Poisoning was the first idea. that 
flashed across the minas of the horror-stricken 
mother.and daughter, and hastening to a neigh- 
bor’s they gave the alarm and called a physi- 
ciap. When the doctor arrived he pronounced 
all dead save Howell, and declared the father’s 
The house was in perfect order, 
and the murderer appeared to have done his 
awful work with perfect calmness.

How They Are Made at the Illinois 


Training-School 
Nurses. 


for 


Their Work at the County Hospital 
Breaking In the New 
: Ones. 


A Life Pull of Hard Werk Not Devoid of 
DangermA Valuable In- 
stitution. 


In country towns and smali places the only 
gpecies of a sick-nurse to be found is the type 
of Salry Gamp. immortalized by Dickens; 
gome ancient widow who makes nursing her 
profession because it is profitable ana she 
seems to have a talent in that line. Few of 
them are educated, and their knowledge, gained 
dy experience whereby their patients often 
auffer, is chicfly confined to making herb tea 
and that mysterious compound of the nature 
of gruel, called in England caudle.“ 
In ordinary sickness some member of the fam- 
uy cares for the sick one, and kind neighbors, 
often very iguorant of nursing, volunteer to 
relle ve the fccidental uurse. But a new era 
has dawned, and, thanks to the training- 
schools, arace of young, well-educated, and 
earefully-trained nurses replaces the Sairy 
Gamps™ of the past, and nursing is elevated 
into a profession rivaling that of school-teach- 
ing in the respect of the community; and every 
large city now has its training-school for 
nurses. Chicago has four, the largest and old- 
est of. which is the Illinois Training-School 
for Nurses,” baving charge of all but one or 
two wards of the Cook County Hospital. 

There are now in the school fifty-three 
nurses, under the supervision of Miss M. E. 
Brown, They reside in a commodious three- 
story and basement building No. 304 Honoré 
street, which was erected for the purpose and 
is under the immediate care of Miss McCrock- 
lin, who vies w.th Miss Brown in making it a 
pleasant home for tne hard-working nurses. 

This school is the result of the earnest work 
of some ef the most prominent women in the 
‘city, and is carried on and sustained by them, 
aided by liberai contributions from many of 
the city’s principal citizens. It is not selt- 
sustaining. 

That intelligent member of the County 
Board who does not appreciate the train- 
ing-school doubtiess favors a return to 
the old days told about by the 
early members of the school, when 
the nurses were not above the rank and intel 
ligence of the ordinary scrub-womaan, and 
medicines were placed on the table beside the 
patient's bed to be taken or not as they chose. 

THE BEGINNING. 
To be received into this school applicants 


must be of suitable age (between 21 and 835 


years is preferred), of good education, present 
certificates of character, and be in good health. 


If all requirements are met, applicants are re- 
ceived as vacancies occur, and serve tor one 
month on probation, receiving only their board 
and washing in return. To be a probationer is 
not the most pleasant situation in the world, as 
they are served as all beginners are, 
and find many disagreeable features in 
the work. Many whv enter the school 
have never been inside of a 
hospital before and’ are full of a vague terror 
at the unknown horrors behind its walls. Very 
often patients are received who rival the liv- 
ing skeleton in display of bones, and whose 
émuaciation is so extreme that a new nurse 
fears to touch them lest they drop to pieces. 
After the first few days the probationer loses 
the nervous feeling and extreme fatigue makes 
der sleep soundly and dread to rise when the 
bell sounds at6a.m. However, the laws are 
Strict and the breakfast bell brings them down 


- to the dining-room ready to do justice to the 


meal, and then basten back to make their beds 
ana dust their rooms before going on duty at 
So'clock in winterjand half-past 7 o’clock in 
gum mer.

Arrived in the ward the night nurse hands 
in ber report to the bead nurse and then gladly 
Geparts for breakfast and ber bed, to sleep 
until 6 o’clock uniess roused late in the after- 
hoon to attend class or lecture. 

The ward is to be put in order, to be kept so 
all day, and the beds are to be well made. This 
is usually the first thing taught a probationer, 
and quite hard they often find it to learn to 
make a straw bed so that it is as level as a pile 
ot iumber and as soft as down, often with a 
patient lying on it and too sick to move, The 
rules for bedmaking are as fixed and unaltera- 
ble as those of the Medes and Persians, and no 
allowance is made tor age, sex, or previous 
condition of servitude of the nurse, many of 
whom never touched a straw bed before. Make 
an early trip-to the County Hospital and go 
through the wards between 8 and 10 in the 
morning and you will see tender hands and 
kindiy faces of bright young women bending 
over beds often containing the scum of Chi- 


_ Cago’s population, tenderiy washing the faces 
and . the hair of helpless patients, (and 
0 


some not helpless). Never were free pa- 
teunts better cared for than they are bere by 
‘the young women of the training-school. 


A TRYING TIME. 

But the mere chambermaid’s work of getting 
the ward in order has to be sandwiched in be- 
tween the more importunt and legitimate 
duties of the nurse.

on time, and doctors arrive to make rounds 


and take temperatures, and, in surgical wards, 
dress the sores or wounds of the patients.

Honer. Weakened by nervous excitement and 
Upwonted exercise (most of them have not 
deen accustomed to constant labor, and come 
from pieasant homes), nauseated by the all- 
pervading smell of carbolic acid, it is not un- 
Common for them to faint; indeed, medical 
Students and senior nurses sometimes faint. 
At first their limbs swell and ache with the un- 
Usual exertion and they wonderingly ask them- 
selves: ** Why did lever come here? But in a 
Gay or two this feeling passes off, and they 
begin to get interested and long before the 
term is out they become enthusiastic in the 
Practice of their chosen profession. They ac-

At the olose of their term, after passing sat- 
istactoryexawinations, diplomas certifying to 
their attainments are given, and the trained 
nurse leaves the home to choose her own 
career.

cient aids to physiciaus in caring for private 
patients, 

It is now desired by the managers to hire 
graduates as head nurses in each ward. This 
plan is found very efficient mother hospitals, 
and would prove ot great benefit in many 
ways. At present head nurses-ure chosen from 
among Ge pupiis, which interieres with their 
traini and is an injustice to. the nurses 
themselves.

All nurses are not,perfect any more than any 
other class of persons. Too much power may 
be said to be given both nurses and physicians 
in the discharging of patients, some of whom 
are sent out betore being cured, because they 
incur the dispieasure of physician or nurse or 
object ‘to their medical treatment. But this 
does not often occur, and asa rule they re- 
ceive better treatment than could be possible 
in a public institution under ower circum- 
stauces. 
AN IMPROVED SYSTEM. 

Some objectionable features have been re- 
moved by recent changes 
the course is now systemized and improved. 
Thus, an autocratic system, closely copying 
military life, prevailed and seniors were coun- 
seled to keep apart from juniorsand no dis- 
cretion, but unquestioning obedience, was ex- 
acted and nurses were changed from one ward 
to another without an instaut's warning, rome- 
times leaving a physician in the midst of a 
dressing without any attendant. It would 
have been a gross breach of discipline, and 
possibly caused the immediate dis- 
charge of the nurse had she said a 
word of explanation either to mes- 
seuger or surgeon. Probationers were also 
dismissed arbitrarily without seemingiy ade- 
quate cause or any opportunity for appeal. 
Thus it is well known that several estimable 
young women who served their month of pro- 
bation in good faith and at considerable ex- 
pense, besides their loss of time, were dis- 
missed very_curily, no charges made, and no 
opportunity given to refute any. This has 
caused much feeling against the school, or 
rather against this abuse of power, and it would 
seem as though some provision should be 
made for this contingency by the board in 
charge. However, recent changes may not re- 
quire it. 3 

As a rule the nurses are earnest Christians 
and exert a good influence upon the patients, 
although no time is either given or taken for 
much-needed missionary work among them. 
They often spend a portion of their small earn- 
ings on fruit and daiuties for them and en- 
deavor to find employment for discharged 
patients who need sucb kind offices, and thus 
aid them to retain their selft- respect.

COAL IN THE NORTH OF FRANCE. 


INTERESTING STATISTICS REGARDING THE 
PRODUCTION OF ITS MINES. 

London Times: For the first time since 1849 
the output of coal from the mines in the North 
of Frauce shows a decrease, the total for 1884 
having been 9,430,000 tons, as against 10,050,000 
tons in 1883, this being equlvalent to a diminu- 
tion of rather more than 6 per cent. Accord- 
ing to the returns which have come to hand for 
the first six months of the present year this 
decrease is likely to be still more marked, and 
ut the same time there has been a falling-off in 
the quantity of coal imported, amounting to 
about 11 per cent for last year. According to 
the returns published by the Minister of Public 
Works the number of miners employed in the 
northern coal-mines is 47,152, out of a total 
of 113,000 for the whoie of France. The 
amount of money paid annually in wages to 
them is £5,080,000, this bemg equivalent to 
£49 for each man; but while in some of 
the Southern coal mines, notably in the De- 
partment of the Gard, the wages amount to 
£51, they fall as low as £43 10s in the North. 
This sum does not include indirect additions to 
wages, such as house rent at a reduced rate, 
medicinal relief, coal, etc., which cannot well 
be put into figures. The average cost of rals- 
ing the coal is as nearly as possible 5s a ton 


tor the whole of France; but while it is as low 


as 3s 10d in the basin of the Allier and 4s 2d in 
the Pas de Calais, it reaches 6s 6d in the coal 
mines of the Gard. The average annual out- 
put of each workman is 262 tons for the whoie 
of France, being 820 tons in the Department of 
e Aveyron, 293 tons in the Department of 
a Gard, and only 287 tons in the Pas de Ca- 
lais. Many of the Frencb coal mines appear 
to be worked at a loss, tor the official returns 
for 1883 state that wuile 190 realized a total 
profit of 41, 712,287, the 125 others showed a 
loss of £253,722. This leaves a balance ot 
£1,458,565, which represents a net profit of 
about 4% per cent on the capital invested, and 
this it must be remembered in a year which 
was much more favorable than 1884 or 1885.

It is true that 
the elegant and capricious Mme. de Pompadour 
owed most of her toilets and elegant accoutre- 
ments to the geaius of Supplis, the famous 
tailleur pour dames, or ladies’ tailor, of the 
epoch. But Supplis was an exception, and he 


never assumed the name of couturier, the mas- 


culine form of couturiére, “dressmaker.” That 


appellation was reserved for thé great artists 


of the Second Empire — Worth, Aurelly, Pingat, 
and théir rivals—who utterly revolutionized 
feminine costume and endeavored to direct it 
in the paths of art, good taste, and comfort. 
Enthusiasts of grace and beauty, these artists 
set themselves the task of preventing the in- 
constant goddess of fashion from continuing 
to wander off into ugliness, deformity, 
and = absurdity. In their devotion to 
art, beauty, and luxury they deter- 
mined never to forget fitness and 
comtort; and, since tdeir initiative 
has regulated the vagaries of fashion, we 
must admit that our women have never been 
the victims of such inconvenient, ugly, and 
absurd inventions as crinoline, ieg-o’-mutton 
sleeves, the coiffure à la irégate, and the va- 
rious other monstrosities of the Republic, the 
Directory, and the Restoration, which, thanks 
to the traditional supremacy of France in mat- 
ters of fashion, made their way, more or less 
modified, ali over the world. The modern ar- 
tists in dress consider justly that what is most 
important in a dress is the woman who wears 
it; and that their object should be to set her 
off to the best advantage, and not to make her 
remarked—in short, to make a toilet which 
will be to the wearer what the frame is to the 


portrait. The röle which the couturier plays, 


not only in Parisian life but in the life of the 
whole civilized world, is so important and so 
curious that [ have thought it might iuterest 
the reader to see the great artist at home, sur- 
rounded by his customers and his assistants, 
and to catch a brief glimpse of the nature and 
peculiarities of the creature. My description 


of the type will be in general, of course, but 


founded on exact observation of individuals. 
\ THE SHRINES OF THE HIGH-PRIESTS. 
The high-priests of Parisian fashion bave 
their shrines up-stairs. Where the highest per- 
fection is aimed at, shops are nowhere. The 
grand couturier makes no outside show. You 
will find him occupying two or three floors in 
one of those plain, flat-fronted Restoration 
houses which line the Rue de la Paix, the Rue 
Taitbout, the Rue Louis-le-Grand, or the Fau- 
bourg St. Honoré. .Passing through a square 
porte-cochére as broad as it is high, you find 
on the right or left hand a glass door opening 


on a staircase covered with a thick red carpet. 


On the landings are divans, and sometimes a 
palm or a dracena. Through an open door on 
the ground floor you see the packing-room, 
where marvels of silk and lace are being en- 
veloped in mountains of tissue-paper to be 
sent to the four quarters of the globe; on the 
first floor, or entresol, are work-rooms full of 


girls seated at long tables and sewing under 
the directing eye of asevere-looking matron; 
on the second floor are generally situated. the 
show and reception rooms. The first saloon is 
sombre: the ceiling appears, in the daytime, 
blackened by gas; the walls are wainscoted in 
imitation ebony with gold fillets, and large 
panels above the chair-rail are filied with 
verdure tapestries of the most digmal green, 
chosen expressly to throw into relief the fresh- 
ness and gayety of the dresses; on the chim- 
ney-piece, and reflected in the glass, is a clock 
surmounted by a monumental statue of. Diana 
in nickled imitation bronze and flanked by two 
immense candelabra; along the walls are two or 
three large wardrobes with looking-giass doors; 
in the middie of the room is a tabie for dis- 
playing materials, with a few chairs, and in 
one corner a desk, whére is seated M. Cyprien 
or M. Alexandre, the bookkeeper. In this 
room the customers are received by a tall and 
very elegant young lady, invariably dressed in 
black satin in winter and black silk in sum- 
mer. Through this soft-spoken person, who 
bears the title of premiére vendeuse, or first 
saleswoman, the customers are put into corno- 
munication either with the great artist him- 
self. or simply with one of the premiéres, or 
beads of departments, if their orders are not 
of sufficient importance to justify an interrup- 
tion of the great man in his innumerable ana 
absorbing occupations. Opening out of this 
first saloon are a number of smaller saloons, 
all equally sombre, colorless, and shabby-look- 
ing, especially by daylight. There are extra 
show-rooms and trying-on rooms, besides 
which there is a special room for trvihg on 
riding-habits and another for the chief of the 
corsage department, to say nothing of little 
rooms draped with biue, brown, or red tor 
special purposes. Overj these dingy carpets 
and among these old tapestries and sombre 
furniture glide noiselesly from room to room 
young women on whose sloping shoulders and 
lissome figures the “creations of Messieurs les 
Couturiers show tothe best advantage. These 
are the demoliselies-mannequins, or essayeuses 
—mute but breathine models, who seem to 
have lost aH human animation in their occupa- 
tion of mere ciothes-wearers—automata with 
weary faces, whose sole business is to carry on 
their backs from morning until night luminous 
vesture. The ordinary pay of the demoiselle- 
mannequin in the grand establishmeuts is from 
$60 to $80 a montb, with half board; but some 
of them who have exceptionally elegant figures 
and perfect bearing are paid fancy prices, 
reaching as much in rare cases as $2,000 a year. 


THE SALOONS DURING THE SEASON. 

Imagine the appearance of these saloons be- 
tween 2 and 5 o'clock in the afternoon dur- 
ing the season, filled as they are with 
chuttering and finely-dressed ladies— Par- 
isiennes, Russians, with their lazy ac- 
cent, English and Americans talking in 
their own tongue, Princesses of the 
Almanach de Gotha and princesses of the foot- 
lights, and even of the demi-monde, ali united 
in adoration of the ido! of Fashion. A con- 
fused murmur of musical voices rises in an 
atmosphere impregnated with the perfumes of 
ylang-yiang, heliotrope, peau d’Espagne, jon- 
quil, iris, poudre de ris, and odor di femina. 
The heads of the different departments are 
seen passing to and fro with fragments of a 
dress or a corsage in their arms; and amid the 
buzzing assembly the models move incessantly, 
like animated statues, silent and majestic. 
From time to time the voice of the great artist 
is beard giving brief and imperious orders, or 
scolding plaintively because a ruche has been 
substituted for a flounce on the dress of Mme. 
X., or a light fur for a dark fur on the mantie 
of the Baronne de V.— a pale blonde! The 
whole thing will have to be made 
over again. What can I do if I am not 
seconded?” he asks irritably. Truly, mesde- 
moiselles, c'est Ase donner au diable!“ With 
these words, fiung at a little group of employ és. 
the great man appears. He is a short man, 
dressed in light-gray trousers, a blue coat with 
a broad velvet collar and sik lapels in which 
are stuck a few pins for use in sudden inspira- 
tions, a flowered waistcoat, and a heavy watch- 
chain. His bead is bald and surrounded by 
atringe of dust-colored gray hair, frizzled so 
finely that it looks like swan’s-down. His 
whiskers and mustache have the same fine 
and wooly appearance. His blue eyes look 
worn and faded; his face has flushed-red 
patches on a pale anemic ground; his expres- 
sion is one of subdued suffering, due to the 
continual neuraigia by whicbd he is tormented, 
thanks to the strong perfumes which his ele- 
gant customérs force him to inhale all day 
long. 

M. EPINGLARD. 

Epinglard, for so we will call bim for conven- 
jence sake, rarely dines during the busy seu- 
son; he is the martyr of his proiession. 
He has a house exquisitily decorated 
and arranged, but he lives alone, jhis daily 
commerce with women having disinclined him 
to risk the lottery of marriage. Nevertheless, 
he is much effeminized; and his empioyés will 
assure you that be wears cumbric nightcaps 
bordered with lace, and a lace jabot on his 
nightshirts. His life is entirely devoted to bis 
art, and he conscientiously goes Tuesdays to 
the Comédie Francaise, Fridays to the Opera, 
and Saturdays to the 
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and fashion, and therefore excellent ogcasions 
r the 


‘for observing the work of his rivals. 


same reason Epinglard will be seen fashion- 
able days at the races and at first performances 
at the fashionable theatres, but always alone. 
In confidence Epinglard will tell you that he 
adores solituGe and loves his art with undi- 
vided ana disinterested passion. It gives, me 
pleasure, he will say, to see a Woman well 
dressed, whoever may have dressed her. For 
my own part, I do not care to get my- 
self talked about. I mind my own 
business and I make my own creations, 
but lam perfectly ready to admire the crea- 
tions of others. It js not the mere creation 
that I find difficult; itis to get my creations 
executed.“ 

Epinglard talks slowly, precisely, and ina 
Sing-song and hypocritical voice; while. his 
fingers, laden with heavy rings, caress volupt- 
uously some piece of surabor silk. He is in 
serious consultation with one of the leaders of 
fashion, Baronne de P. suddenly changing 
his tone, he calls out toa model who is pass ing. 
“You, there, mademoiselie, put on this skirt 
to show to madame.“ And, turning the model 
round, he shows the skirtin all its aspecta, 
‘passing his fingers amorously Over the batiste, 


and seeming to give it lite and beauty by his 


mere touch. And you, Mile. Ernestine, come 
here, too, calling to another model, who is 
waiking about gloomily with a mantle on her 
shoulders, put on Mme. A,’8 mantle.“ Then, 
changing back to his hypocritical tone, Eping- 
lard continues his sing-song monplog to the 
Baronne de P., and teils her that Mme. A. is a 
great English lady who has deserted ber hus- 
band and is now living in Paris. She spends 
about $16,000 a year on her toilets, It isa 
good deal, yes. But, imagine, last month I 
made a mantie for the Countess Z. which cost 
$5,000. Look at that line {caressing the mantie 
on the model's shoulders} and the slope of the 
hips. It is perfect. And the embroidery and 
the trimming, all made on the material of the 
mantie itself by my own embroiderers.“ 


IN A THEORIZING MOOD. 


This afternoon Epingiard is in a theorizing 
mood, and, aiter having sent for Bamboula, as 
be cails her familiarly, a dark-skinned model, 
he drapes ber in a pale-yellow tulle dress, and 
proceeds to lament that so few Frenchwomen 
will wear yellow, Owing to a silly popular 
prejudice. Ah, Mme. la Baronne,“ he 
continued, you cannot conceive what lovely 
combinations of rose and yellow I have made, 
Why not? There are roses with yellow pistils, 
Why should we not do in stuffs what Nature 
does in flowers? For us couturiers, as 
for the painter and the sculptor, the great 
source of inspiration is Nature. There are 
many of my colleagues who fill their portfolios 
with the engravings of Eisen, Debucourt, Mo- 
reau, and the masters of the eighteenth centu- 
ry. But this is not sufficient: we must go 
back to Nature. I pass my summer in the 
country, and in the rich combinations of floral 
color 1 find the gamut of tones for my toilets. 
But 1 am allowing myself to theorize too much. 
It Mme. la Baronne will be good enough to 
come toworrow I will compose sometbing for 
her in the meantime. Tbis afternoon | am 
scarcely in a humor for a creation of such im- 
portance.’’ And, with a grave salute, Eping- 
lard passes into a saloon where two ladies are 
waiting impatiently, particularly the younger 
of the two, who has come, under the wing of 
her fashionable relative, to be introduced to 
the grand couturier. 

„Bonjour, M. Eping lard,“ begins the elder. 
„J dave come to ask you to ere 
ate a masterpiece. It will not be the 
first time, will it? My niece is 
going to ber first ball next month, and I wish 
ber io have a dress on which your signature 


will be visible.“ 


COMPOSITION OF A DRESS. 


Epinglard falls into a meditative pose, bis 
elbow in one hand, his chin in the other, and 
looks long at the young girl—scrutinizing not 
only the line and modeling of the body, put the 
expression of the tace, the eyes, the shade and 
nature of the hair—reading her temperament 
with the lucidity of a phrenologist aided by 
the divination of a plastic artist who has had 
great experience of feminine humanity. The 
examination lasts many minutes, and finally, 
as if under the inspiring influence of the god 
of Taste, Epinglard, in broken phrases, com- 
poses the dress: Toilet entirely of tulle 
„corsage plaited diagonally ... 
around the décolietage four ruches ... 
the skirt relieved with drapery of white satin 
faliing behind like a peplum . on the 
shoulder—the lett shoulder—a bouquet of my- 
osotis or violets „„ Cet & how 7 
see Mademoiselle dressed. And Epin- 
glard salutes gravely, while an  assist- 
ant, who has noted down the prophetic 
utterances of the master, conducts the subject 
to a room in the centre of which is an articu- 
lated model of a teminine torso, with movabie 
breasts, flattened rag arms hanging at tne 
sides, and a combination of straps and springs 
to adjust tho taille, or waist—a most sinister 
ana grotesque object, all crumpled and sbriv- 
eled up, and covered with shiny, glazed calico. 
This is the etudio of one of the most important 
of the secondary artists in dressmaking, the 
corsagtre. The chief of this department takes 
the subject in hand, and, with the aid of pieces 
of coarse canvas, such as the tailors use to 
line coats, she takes a complete mold of the 
body, cutting, and pinning, and smoothing 
with her hand until the mold is perfect. This 
is the first step toward the execution of the 
mastér’s plan. At the next séance of trying- 
on the subject passes simultaneously through 
the hands of several beads of departments— 
the corsagére; the jupiéreé, who drapes 
the skirts and arranges the train; 
and the second jupiére, who mounts 
and constructs the skirt. The corsage 
is brougnt all sown and whaleboned, but only 
basted below the arms and at the shoulder; 
and as soon as it is in piace—‘“crac! crac!’’— 
the corsagére with angry fingers breaks the 
threads, and then calmly and patiently rejoins 
the seams and pins them together so that the 
joinings may lie perfectly flat and even. On 
ber knees, turning patiently round and round, 
the jupiére drapes the skirt on a lining of silk, 
seeking to perfect the roundness, sparing no 
pains, and displaying in all she does the artist's 
amour-propre—the desire to achieve a master- 
piece in the detail which the masculine design- 
er has aliotted to her care. These women who 
lend their light-fingered collaboration to the 
imagination of the bearded dressmaker are 
really admirable in their .sentiment of their 
work, in their artist's ambition, which thinks 
not merely of their week’s salary, but of the 
perfection of the masterpiece.- They seem to 
And intense personal satisfaction in producing 
a beautiful toilet, ia fashioning a deli- 
cate thing which almost has the qual- 
ities of a work of art; and when the subject is 
naturally well formed—tout faite, as they say 
—and not artificialiy made up with what is 
called the taille de couturiére, their painstak- 
ing knows no bounds. 


AN ARTIST AND A BANKER. 


During these long séances, which last for 
hours together and occupy so large a place in 
the day of a woman of fashion, the common 
love of toilet makes, for the moment at least, 
the grande dame or the aristocrat the equal of 
the modest employé; and, while the jupiére is 
turning round and round Mme. la Baronne, 
there often take place a lively interchange of 


.gossip and a review of the plastic qualities of 


the friendsand rivals in beauty of Mine. la 
Baronne, who are also customers of the house. 
The grand couturier bimseit is a treasure- 
house of queer stories, and scandals, and nat- 
urally his employés take after their master. 
the couturier, you see, is not a tradesman; ne 
is an artist, and he renders a woman far great- 
er service than the artist-painter, who finds her 
already dressed, and only has to copy 
ber; whereas the couturier dresses a woman 
not once, but twenty times a year, and each 
time that he invents a becoming toilet he 
makes a new creation not only of the toilet, 
but of the woman. There bas, in fact, been a 
great change made in modern times in inatters 
of dress. Our modern women are no longer 
content with merely seasonable dresses, appro- 
priate intorm and material for spring, sum- 
mer, autumn, or winter; they are no longer 
satisfied to bave four interviews a year with 
the dressmaker. On the contrary, every event 
in social life—a wedding, a ball, a visit to a 
country-house, the annual excursions to sea- 
side and mountain—gives occasion for special 
dresses, or rather costumes, for in modern 
toilets the element of pure costume plays a 
considerable röle. especially in those destined 
for wear in the country. The modern woman 
of fashion needs endiess morning, afternoon, 
and evening dresées, tea-gowns, breakfast- 
dresses, of endless varieties of form, stuff, and 
color. Hence she is constantly in communica- 
tion with the couturier, who has every oppor- 
tunity of examining her morally and physically. 
confessing her, listening often to strange con- 
fidences. Notinfrequently he combines with 
his artistic career that of a banker. Naturally, 
ladies who run up yearly bills of $20,000 for 
gowns and manties are often in a corner for 
want of « few thousands; and the Parisienne in 
such circumstances often thinks it equally 
natural to have recourse to the strange creat- 
ure who dresses ber, and who thus comes to 
occupy a very curious position on the confines 
of society. 
TRYING ON THE DRESS. 


The final trying-on of the dresses of Mme. 
la Baronne isa grand day, and often a few 
friends, both ladies and gentlemen, are invited 
to assist at the ceremony; for the Parisiennes 
recognize in some of their masculine friends, 
and particulariy in painters, certain talents for 
appreciating dress. Why not? Were not these 
men the great innovators in modern dressing? 
and are not men still the great artists in cos- 


tume? Mme. la Baronne prepares herself in 
4 f little saloons. First of all come the 


the fabrication of the dessous, or undercloth- | 
ing; for it is an axiom in modern French dress- 
making that balf the success of the toilet de- 
pends on the underclothbing, or, as the Freach 
put it in their neat way: Le dessous est 
pour la moitié dans la réussite du dessus.” 
Then follows the tying of the skirt of the 
dress, which is suspended on hooxs round 
tne bottom of the corset, the buttoning of the 
corsage, the preliminary tapping and caress- 
ing necessary to make the foids of the skirt sit 
well, and then Mme. la Baronne makes ber ap- 
pearance triumphantly before ber friends as- 
sembied in the adjoining saloon. The great 
artist bimselt deigns to contemplate the fin- 
ished work. Standing off at some distance, so 
as to take in the general cffect, as if he were 
examining a picture, he gazes upon the dress 
with impassiblie eyes, and then, after 
a Napoleonic silence, during which 
all present bold their breath, the 
great man expresses his satisfaction, perhaps 
evon falis on his knees in mute admiranon of 
his magterpiece, or in the twin«ling of an eye 
gives a pinch to a frill or a twist toa plait 
which transforms and perfects the whole, such 
is the magic power of thdse marvelous fingers 


When they touch the delicate tissues of silk, or 


lace, or velvet. Then, while the master is 
Sating his eyes, all the staff of the house de- 
files through the saloon—the chief saleswom- 
an, the cutter-out, the chef des jupes, the chef 
des corsages, the chef des garnisseuses, the 
premiére brodeuse, and half-a-dozen other pre- 
miéres, who open the door and ask, with 
caressing intonations of voice and pretty 
—3 “Veut-on me permettre de voir un 
peu * . 

THE SALON DES AMAZONES. 

What other mysteries are there to be re- 
vealed in the house of the couturier? We have 
glanced at the packing-rooms—the working- 
rooms with their battalions of girls and women 
toiling away with their needles by daylight 
and guslight. We caught a glimpse of the 
reception-saloons and the trying-on-rooms, 
all strewn with fragments of dresses— 
disjecta mem bra—mouutains of silk, and peo- 
pled with automatic human mannequins, es- 
sayeuses, who, as the moralists will tell you, 
are ali ** vicieuses qui ne manquent de rien, 
and who are destined sooner or later to rein- 
force the demi-monde. We have seen the 
process of creating and fitting adress, the 
cerermnony of trying on, and the role of the cre- 
ating artist in ali this. Now, to make our in- 
discretion complete, we have only to peep into 
the salon des amazones, a room draped in green 
velvet and decorated with whips, stirups, and 
side-saddies. The table in the middle is piled up 
with heaps of dark-colored cloth and hats with 
green, brown, and blue veils. At one end is a 
life-size wooden horse, and presiding over this 
room is a blonde, efliminate young man, whose 
business itis to offer nis clasped hands as a 
mounting-stone to help the ludies jump on the 
back of the wooden steed, while the tailor ar- 
ranges the folds of their riding-habits. 

Besides Pingat, the most artistic of the Paris- 
jan dressmakers; besides Worth, who has a 
speciality of court-dresses for exportation, and 
showy dresses for American actresses, and 
whose style is pompous and officiai; besides 
Félix, the dresser of slender women, the fa- 
vorit artist of the aristocracy of birth and talent 
—all three so well known that the mention of 
their names here cannot be regarded as an ad- 
vertisement—there are u dozen other bearded 
dressmakers in Paris whose talent is worthy of 
admiration, and whose caprices might amuse 
us if we had time to dwell upon them. 


MME. RODRIGUES. 

There is, however, a grande couturiére who 
surpasses all her masculine rivals in fatuity 
and caprice—namely: Mme. Rodrigues, the 
great theatrical dressmaker. Mme. Rodrigues 
always asks the journalists not to mention her 
by name. Put simply,“ she says, the first 
dressmaker in Paris. Everybody will know 
who is meant.“ This lady regards herself as 
the collaborator of Sardou, and Dumas, and 
Augier. Dumas is her peculiar favorit. 
We understend each other,“ she says, and 
be finds that my genius completes His.“ 
Nothing can be more amusing than the scene 
in ber vast saloons about 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, The grande couturiére—Madame, as 
her employés respectfully call her—issues from 
her private rooms and finds herself in pres- 
ence of a score of ladies—not merely actresses, 
but society ladies—to whom she has given rep- 
dezvous for that day. 

Jam exceedingly sorry, mesdames,’’ the 
great artist will exciaim, but I Cannot attend 
to you today. 

But, dear madame, you wrote to me——” 

„I must bave my dress for tomorrow.“ 

“ My bali takes place tonight——’”’ 

* Mesdames, I repeat, it is impossible. If 
one of my assistants likes to take you in hand, 
well and good. That is ali I can do for vou: 

Then, turning round, she perceives a stout 
lady who looks imploringly at her, and declares 
brusquely, “ Ah, madame, i have already told 
you that I cannot undertake to dress you. You 
are not my style. Ido not understand plump 
women.“ 

„But, Mme. Rodrigues — 

It one of my premiéres cares to take you 
in hand 1 have no objection; but that is all I 
cen do for you.“ 

The only thing that calms the great artist is 
the arrival of one of ber favorit actresses. 

Ah, bonjour, Mme. Jud®; you will have 
your toilets Friday——”’ 

But the first performance ia announced for 
Wednesday.”’ 

They must put it off, then, for I am not 
ready. We will try your dress for the second 
act this afternoon.“ And the grande cou- 
turiére settles berself in her arm-chair, calls 
for her footstool, her fan, ber cup of beef-tea, 
her smelling-salts, and so proceeds to preside 
over the terrible and imposing ceremony of 
trying on the dress of a fashionable actress. 


OLD-TIME EXTRAVAGANCE IN DRESS. 

Doubtless the luxury of the Parisiennes is not 
so great now as it was under the Empire; but 
the falling off in the home trade is partly com- 
pensated by the increase in the foreign cus- 
tomers. In Paris.aione the dressmaking trade 
represents the movement of $50,000,000 a year 
and gives employment to some 50,000 women; 
and many of the elegant society women spend 
from $20,000 to $30,000 a year on their Gostume 
and toilet. But it must not be believed that 
the modern couturier is the first who has 
kn@wn howto draw up big bills, or that the 
modern lingére is the first who has dared to 
charge $200 for a chemise, and hali as much 
for a pocket-bandkerchief. Dress has always 
reigned supreme in France at least. Louis 
XVI. has been guillotined, Napoleon I. exiled, 
Charies dismissed, Louis Philippe and Na- 
poleon II. replaced without their leave 
by a new form of government. But 
dress has never been dethroned: and, 
just as in our own days Dupin thundered in 
the Senate against the desperate luxury of the 
Parisiennes of the Empire, soin the eighteenth 


century old Sebastien Mercier lamented that 


the fear of the milliners' bilis prevented young 
men from marrying, and so left 1,500,000 girls 
without husbands! The great dressmakers of 
those days were Mme. Eloffe, the artist 
who dressed Marie Antoinette, and whose 
account-books have recently been pub 
lished, with notes and curious colored 
plates, by the Comte de Reiset; and Mme. Ca- 
faxe, the modiste-covturiére of the Fauburg 
St. Honoré, celebrated for ber exorbitant 
charger. One bas only to consult the curious 
historical researches of che Brothers De Con- 
court in order to appreciate the luxury 
and extravagance of the last century. 
Imagine that in the wedding trousseau of 
Mile. Lepelletier Saint-Fargeau there fig- 
ured twelve blonde wigs, varying in 
sbade from flax to gold! Mme. Tallien 
alone possessed thirty of these wigs, each 
of which was valued at that time at $100—that 
is to say, some $200 of modern money. None 
of our modern élégantes would ever think of 
buying $6.000 worth of false hair. -At the 
same epoch, the ladies who had fallen in love 
with Greek and Roman fashions bad abandoned 
the old-fashioned shoe in order to adopt the

SPENDING A MILLION. 


The Late Lord Shaftesbury’s Idea 
of the Good Which Might 
Be Done. 


An Appeal for the Better Housing of 
the Poor—Establishing Coffee- 
Taverns. 


Remarkable Advance of the World—Social- 
ism Without Dishonesty—Future 
Hones. 


Tue Pall Mall Gazette prints an interview bad 
with Lord Shaftesbury while the decegsed was 
in the full tide of his benevolence. The inter- 
viewer put the following questions to the great 
philantbropist: 

Today I have to meet a millionaire who has 
more money than he knows altogether what to 
do with. At present his philanthropic enter- 
prise is limited to founding free libraries and 
endowing schools ot physical research. Sup- 
pose be were to place himself in your bands 
and to say, ‘How can J spend a million to the 
best advantage of my fellow-creatures?’ what 
advice would you give him!“ 

That is a great question,“ said Lord 
Shaftesbury, thoughtfully; not go be an- 
swered off hand; but I have often thought that 
if bad the means of some of our wealthy men 
there are many ways in which immense good 
mieht be done. A millionaire, for instance, or, 
still better, an association of millionaires who 
could be content with 5 per cent on their 
money, might rebuild London in the course of 
a single generation in such away that the 
poorest citizen would bave a comfortable 
and flecent home at no higher price than 
what he is paying now. But whether 
it will ever be done, who knows? A jobbing 
builder will not look at anything that will not 
return him at least 10 per cent, and so by the 
side of the great public improvements of late 
years the housing of the poor has become a. 
great public scandal, constituting the darkest 
blot on our social system. When seven or 
eight persons of both sexes and all ages live 
and sleep in one small room, it is certain none 
of them will have eyen the most elementary 
idea of modesty or wbat we call morality. 


HOW TO MANAGB COFFEE-TAVERNS. 

“For myself,.“ said Lord Shaftesbury, If I 
had great tunds at my disposal I should cer- 
tainly expend a considerable proportion of 
them in subsidizing the London City Mission, 
Tbe good which that mission bas done is sim- 
ply incalculable, Its funds have never been 
large, and if they were increased its usefulness 
would expand in proportion.” — 

That, however.“ remarked his visitor, 18, 
I fear, too distinctively religious to meet the 
views ot my acquaintance.” 

» Then, said Lord Shattesbury. If we ex- 
clude expenditure on direct evangelistic work, 
I know of no enterprise more deserving of a 
liberal support than the movement for estab- 
lishing coffee palaces and cocoa taverns. They 
have done great good, but they should be mul- 
tiplied tenfold. In London they have not suc- 
ceeded well, but the reason was very simple. 
In most cases they did not consider the taste 
of the classes to whom they appealed. 
For instance, they had marble-top tables 
and strict regulations, which made 
them feel anything but at home. In a 
few cases they went on a different plan 
and opened coffee-taverns, which resembled as 
closely as possible the public-houses with which 
they entered into competition. The furniture 


do as they pleased. As a consequence, they 
were crowded night after night, while the 
others were almost empty. Another cause why 
wany coffee-houses failed was bad manage- 
ment. Persons were placed in charge who re- 
ceived a fixed salary, no matter what happened. 
There was, literally, no ineentive in the shape 
of personal interest to stimulate the manager 
to make his establishment attractive; ia fact, 
the fewer customers the better for bim, and as 
a result be got very few customers indeed. 
Broadly speaking, everything that encourages 
sobriety and tbrift, that keeps men from the 
public-house and induces them to save their 
money instead of wasting it, deserves the heip 
of every reformer. In this respect there has 
been great improvement of late years.“ 


THE POWERS OF EVIL. 

„Looking back over your half century of 
active service in public, do you think that the 
world has improved or got worse?” 

„„O,“ said Lord Shuftesbury, “there has 
been great progress. In education, in general 
morality, and especially in temperance, there 
has been wonderful advance. Of course the 
powers of evil bave raged against the good. 
There bas been a great increase in the activity 
of atheistic propaganda. There is even now a 
remarkable development of the most danger- 
ous Socialism: and there is, as I have said, a 
frightful result of overcrowding in the shape 
of sexual immorality. Children grow up like 
animals, and the scenes which you may see in 
broad daylight in some of the back streets 
would make you shudder. It is a terribie fact 
that in London today incest is more mon. 
than fornication. The Socialistic agita- 
tion now diligently pushed forward by 
many is dangerous and formidabie. It 
is always a pleasant doctrine for those 
who bave 10 sbillmgs a week and a large fam- 
iy that a Peer with only one child and ten 
thousand a year should be compelled to sbare 


rob where will you stop? But even more dis- 
tressing is the propaganda of infidelity, which 
is carried on with a zeal and activity of which 


prints are circulated, atheistic lectures are de- 
livered, and an infidel press is kept going. You 
would be surprised at the manifold manifesta- 
tions of the secularist propaganda. Why, even 
cbildren are employed in the distripution of 
atheistic tracts, and I have heard of cases in 
which boys of 13 and 14 have stood up to ad- 
dress children just leaving Sunday-school, 
assuring them with the utmost earnestness of 
conviction that there is no God. The propa- 
ganda lacks neither funds nor zeal, and that is 
one of the great evils against which we have 
to contend. 
CO-OPERATION V8. SOCIALISM. 

* But, on the other hand, there is great room 
for confidence and courage in the progress of 
cooperation, especially in the north. Co- 
operation includes just what is reasonable in 
Socialism. It is Socialism without dishonesty— 
the Socialism of thrift, of industry, and of 
foresight. And what a success it has already 
achieved! In London it bas made but little 
way. Inthe north the Lancashire men have 
accumulated a capital of more than £8,000,000 
sterling, the savings of workingmen and work- 
ingwomen. But it is only natural that co- 
operation should extend most in the north, 
North countrymen represent the backbone of 
England. North of the Humber the people are 
so different from those in the south that 
they might be mistaken for a differ 
ent race. There are in the north an 
energy, a fervor, a warm-beartedness, an 
enduring remembrance of kindness, and a 
practical sagacity which have no parallel else- 
where. It is very strange that it should be so, 
but what is even more strange is the difference 
which exists between the working population 
of the east and west of London. It nas often 
been said that London consists of two nations: 
the rich and tne poor; but it is not so generally 
known—althougt it is perfectly true—that in 


east and the poor of the west, and the differ- 
ence tetween the working classes who iive in 
the east and those employed in the same indus- 
tries who live in the west is very remarkable, 
and will be admitted by, all those wh@ are fa- 
miliar with this great The east end work- 
ingman is more like the no untryman, 
more energetic, and cast altogether in a firmer 
mold.

the growth of infidelity, and the gradual decay 
of beliefs which you at o time regarded as 
essential to the welfare of mankind—that on 
the whole you should take so cheerful a view 
of our present position and future prospects? 
„Well,“ said his Lordsbip, it may seem so, 
but the facts are there for ali men to see. We 
are better than ever we were; as a nation our 
standard of morality and bumanity is b 
than l ever remember it. England stands in 
the forefront of the world in all things relating 
to the moral and social condition of the masses 
of the people. and yet it has all been done, as 
you say, in spite of great developments ot the 
forces of evil. I can only explain it by the 
fact that as the forces of evil strive mightily 
to overcome, they provoke the forces of 
righteousness to exert themselves even more 
mightily; and the very activity of the wicked 
stimulates the good to greater 1 
pend upon it, we shall beat the Devil yet, it

The Principal struck Deveny repeatedly. This 
evidence was corroborated by Willie Peterson, 
aged 14, who testified that he saw Deveny’s 
face atter Prof. Merriman struck him.

The Professor had no defense to offer, ad- 
mitting that he had slapped the boy. but en- 
deavored to show that it was necessary 
for the discipline of the school, the iad 
having called him names. He also introduced 
the information that the boy was troublesome, 
and his father bad given him permission by 
letter to punish the lad when necessary. The 
Principal laid great stress on the fact that the 
chastisement was given in the interest of dis- 
cipline, and from no personal feeling against 
Deveny. Miss Hannan, a school-teacher, de- 
ciared she heard some boys call out, Old 
Daddy Merriman,“ and thought it was Eddie 
Deveny who had done so. 

In reviewing the case Justice White said the 
rules of the Board ot Education did not per- 
mit corporal punishment, the only penalty 
for insubordination or misconduct of any 
kind being suspension. The Principal had 
his remedy in suspending the boy if he was 
guilty of disrespect to his teacher or was dis- 
orderly in any way. An assault had been 
committed, in his opialon, and he would im- 
pose a light fine in consideration of the stand- 
ing of the defendant. The sentence would bé 
$3 and costs. 

The fine was not paid, but the Professor was 
allowed 10 depart upon giving bis assurance 
that the money would be paid into court dur- 
ing the day. A reporter was present when the 
son-in-law of the school-principa) came to Jus- 
tice White to endeavor to get the fine suspend- 
ed.

LAKE STREET BRIDGE. 
PROGRESS MAKING IN REMOVING THE OLD 
STRUCTURE. 

The work of removing the old Lake street 
bridge is now almost completed so far as the 
bridge proper is concerned. Al that remains 
is about a quarter of the protection, and about 
250 of the central piles which formerly sup- 
ported the turn-tablie. These piles are about 
forty-five feet long, and the work of removing 
them is necessarily slow and tedious, only one 
being drawn out at atime. A pile-driving 
machine is used to drive a circular-saw which 
is attached at the end of along shaft, which 
cuts off the piles about fourteen feet below the 
city datum, or about seventeen feet below 
water. These sawed-off pieces are hauled out 
by another pile-driver and placed on a scow 
preparatory to being taken away. The piles 
remaining in the water will serve as the 
foundation for the caisson of the new bridge. 
The bottom is made of 12x12-inch timber, and 
upon this ground the concrete will be built. The 
caisson is expected to be placed in position 
Monday. About fifty feet of the West Side 
approach, including one stone abutment, have 
been removed, and five new piles driven in the 
water-froot asa guard. The east approach 
bas not .yet been touched. Inspector E. E. 
Napier, who looks after the city’s interests, 
stated that he did not think the work would be 
completed within the specified four months, 
but did not think it would be exceeded by 
more than one month. He thought ali possi- 
ble dispatch was being made, the men working 
tweive hours every day in the week including 
Sunday. There were yesterday ubout twenty- 
five men at work upon the pile-driviug ma- 
chines, 


A PICTURE AND A BUST. 
TWO THINGS OF MORE OR LESS INTEREST TO 
ARTISTS AND THE PUBLIC. 


A large pastel painting, by Carling and Bres- 
san, which is on exhibition in the window of 
Hotchkin & Co. on State street, has attracted 
no small notice from passing pedestrians. The 
picture, which is a portrayal of the death of 
Francesca da Rimini, is of prodigious size— 
five by eight feet—said to be the largest of the 
kind ever made. Aside from this and from 
tne peculiar richness of its bronze frame it 


has little to redeem it trom mediocrity, even 
in the barren waste of color and design that 
bas been expended upon this trag cai subject. 

A much more notabie example of art bas 
lately been placed on exhibition in the studio 
of its author, Mr. Howard Kretschmar. This 
is a marble bust of Father De Smet, the Jesuit 
Father who stood at the end of the line of pio- 
neer priests extending back to La Salle, La 
Ciede, and Marauette. Father De Smet’s was 
a familiar name to the earlier residents of Chi- 
eago, though the latter part of bis life was 
spent in St. Louis, where de died in 1872. He 
was a close friend to the father of Mr. Kretsch- 
mar and a familiar figure to the artist himself. 
This circumstance lends a personal interest to 
the portrait, which is hichtened also by certain 
circumstances in connection with the work it- 
self. The bust was modeled by Mr. Kretsch- 
mar ‘in Rome some three years ago. A 
priest of the Church of St. Ignatius 
Loyola furnished the robe, which is an un- 
doubted duplicate of the costume worn by the 
father during his life. The picture, once fin- 
ished, it became an object of interest to all the 
Jesuit fraternity in the Eternal City; photo- 
grapbs in miniature were made and affixed to 
rosaries, which were afterwards biessed by no 
less a person than his Holiness Pio Nono. The 
portrait itself is chiseled in white marble. The 
likeness is founded upon a photograph of Father 
De Smet taken a few months previous to his 
death, reinforced by a vivid personal recollec- 
tion by the artist of the original. It is of heroic 
size. The wan but benevolent featuresof the 
great Jesuit stand nobly out inthe marble 
copy, presenting a picture of serene and lofty 
nature, worthily preserved by art.

COUNTY BUILDING NOTES. 
PROVISO NOT TO BE DIVIDED—THE ELECTRIC- 
LIGHT PLANT—THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 

The Committee on Roads, Bridges, and Li- 
censes of the County Board went to the Town 
of Proviso yesterday to look into the true in- 
wardness of the request of the farmer element 
of the town to be separated from the incor- 
porated village element. The arguments in 
the cuse were beard pro and con, and were the 
same as those published in THe TRIBUNE two 
weeks ago, the farmers Claiming that 
they were being continually assessed 
for road improvements from which 
they derived no benefit, but on the 
contrary, the money they paid out is used to 
improve the village streets. The villagers de- 
nied this, and said that they paid the asseas- 
ments for street and lane improvements them- 
selves, and bore their share of keeping the 
highways in repair along with their tarmer 
neighbors. The Commissioners reserved their 
opinion for tue time being, but when they 
came into town one of them said that the roads 
were in good condition; that the grievances of 
the farmers were imaginary; and that the com- 
mittee would recommend that a petition for a 
div sion of the town be not granted. 

The work of adjusting the wires for the 
electric light appliances in the County Building 
was completed yesterday. The engine bas 
already been placed in position in the rotunda, 
between the County and City Buildings, and 
the only work remaining to be done is the lay- 
ing of a hardwood4-fioor in the engine-room for 
the dynamos, and the placing of the dynamos 
thereon. It is expected that the appliances 
will be ready for testing before Nov. 10, ana 
that they will be in perfect working order be- 
tore Dec. 1. The extras for putting these 
appliances in the County Building will not 
amount to more than 8500. 

It is understood among the County Commis- 
sioners that, should the investigation of the 
cbarges made against the physicians in charge 
of the County Hospital by Commissioner Ley- 
den prove true, a suggestion fathered by Com- 
missioners McClaughrey and J. J. McCarthy 
will be adopted—which is, that three physicians 
of unquestioned akill be putin charge of the 
institution at good salaries, the chief of staff to 
receive $10,000 a year if necessary, and that 
some of the dead help’’ and big salaries for 
small services in ether departments be put 
aside, in order that the money for such services 
may be appropriated to the physicians’ sala- 
ries. Commissioner Leyden, Chairman of the 
Hospital Committee, favors the suggestion.

TALKS ABOUT LOCAL POLITICS, BUT IS MUM 
AS TO_THE FEDERAL OFFICES.

LABOR TROUBLES. 
UNION MEN ASSAULTING EMPLOYES OF SOPER’S 
BOX FAOTORY. 

For several weeks past there has been trouble 
at the box factory of the Soper Lumber Com- 
pany at the corner of Loomis and Twenty-see- 
ond streets. It seems that the Boxmakers’ 
Union, to which the employés belong, has de- 
creed that the men shail not work there for 
the wages they receive. The workmen actual- 
ly employed are satisfied, and, since they 
imagine themselves to be the parties most con- 
cerned in the matter, they bave claimed the 
rignt to continue with their labors. This right 
has been disputed in practical and violent form 
by the representatives of the union, who have. 
made several assaults upon the inoffensive em- 
ployés of the factory. In one of these 
collisions between the. willing laborers 
and the surly members of the union, 
about three weeks ago, a striker was 
shot and severely wounded by a workman 
employed in thé factory. Frday night the 
foreman of tho box-tactory was pitched upon 
by several union men on his way home and 
severely beaten. Owing to the injuries re- 
ceived he was unable to appear at the shop 
yesterday, and it was well that he did not 
make the attempt, for the union men were 
again on the watch for employés ot the fac- 
tory. About a dozen of the workmen were 
attacked by alarge body of union men and 
pelted with stones yesterday morning as they 
left the cars to go to their work. Several of 
the workmen received ugly bruises, and, being 
taken by surprise, they were unabie to respond 
to the assault and the disturbers escaped 
harm. Later in the day three of the assailants 
were arrested by the police and an effort will 
be made to capture others. 

Tne box factory is a small concern run in 
connection with the planing-mill to dispose of 
short pieces of plank and odds and ends. The 
President of the company, Mr. Soper, who was 
seen last night, said that there was no money 
in the business of boxmaking and they had 
been thinking of discontinuing it. The men 
employed to do the work were glad to get 
something to do and were willing to work for 
the wages paid them, but the union had tried 
to force them to strike. He says that the men 
will resume work Monday and continue the 
work as heretofore, and that steps will be taken 
to protect them from the strikers. 


AIDING PRISONERS. 
A WORTHY ENTERPRISE R&VIVED—MICHAEL 
DUNN’S CAREER. 

The Prisoners’ Aid Society of Chicago, 
formed several years ago to aid ex-convicts 
who desired to reform, which bas been dormant 
for a year past, and which so many supposed 
to be dead without a hope of a resurrection, 
has revived and entered upon what promises 
to be a career of usefulness and prosperity. 
The great difficulty with which it has always 
contended was that of getting a suitable ex- 
convict to preside over the house of refuge and 
workshop, which were an indispensable vart ot 
its machinery for carrying on this charity. It 
has at last, bowever, after several months of 
effort, secured the right man. This is the cele- 
brated Michael Dunn, who after an unexampied 
career of crime wus converted in a mission in 
Water street, New York, and soon afterwards 
established a home for ex-convicts there, which 
be conducted with marked success until he re- 
moved to Chicago, about two weeks ago. He

succeeded soon after his arrival in renting for 
this work the frame tenement at No. 366 West 
Jackson street. He bas already fitted it up as 
a home, and taken in several lodgers, his in- 
variable rule being that no man shall eat a 


second meal there until he hes earned it. 


The story of Mr. Dunn’s life is a chapter of 
wonders that well illustrates

NEW PUMPING ENGINES—THE CONDUIT COM- 
PANY COMES TO TERMS—COLLECTING EXECU- 
TIONS, 

The special committee of the Council met 
yesterday thorning and unanimously recom- 
mended that the contract for the two new en- 
gines for the North Side Water-Works be 
awarded to the Holly Manufacturing Company 
for $93,000. Their capacity is 24,000,000 gal- 
lons in twenty-four bours, and they are to be 
in operation by Aug. 1. The city will then be

Michael Mallory. who was surety for several 
gamblers who torfeited their bonds in the 
poiice courts, paid 822.50 —the amount of the 
fines—to the Controller yesterday, and thus 
averted the suits to recover which would have 
been commenced by City-Attorney Washburne.

not to accept them as sureties in the future, 
the law making «hem, under such circum- 
stances, incompetent. Alias executions were 
issued yesterday against the foilowing named 
persons for the amounts mentioned: P. Hoiz- 
cheeck, $26:75; Michael Guring, 851.75: John 
Gribley, $51.75; George Zilligan, $26.75; Phil-

total, $650. These parties. were convicted of 
Violating the building ordinances, and the exe- 
cutions turned over to Bailiff Flynn, who re- 
ported no person or property found.“ Agents 
of City Attorney Washburne ran them down and 
they will have to pay up, if they haven't done 
so already, or their bodies will be taken. 

Under the order passed by the Council di- 
recting him to proceed against the Under- 
ground Conduit Company Corporation Coun- 
sel Winston bas had several interviews with 
Officials ot the company, and believes that the 
controversy can be settled amicably. They 
have agreed to refund the $10,000 exacted 
from the city for putting a part of its fire- 
alarm wires in the conduits; and agreed that 
the ordinance shall be amended 80 that 
there can be no chance for discrim- 
ination; all parties desiring to furnish elec- 
trie lights to be on a par and com- 
pelled to arbitrate with them and furnish an 
indemnifying bond to the city. After talk- 
ing with the Commissioner of Public Works 
and Superintendent Barrett Mr. Winston came 
to the conclusion that it was necessary, in 
many cases, that wires should be laid 
under the sidewalks, next to the curb 
wall, where the streets are paved -with 
granit or asphalt, in order to avoid the tearing 
up of the latter. Hence he will suggest that 
the ordinance be amended so that the Com- 
missioner may grant permits to put wires 
under the sidewalks where there is a granit or 
asphalt pavement. The matter will come be- 
fore the Council Monday night. 


THE COUNTY INSANE. 
A MEETING OF CITIZENS APPOINTS A COMMIT- 
TEE TO TAKE ACTION. 

The meeting of citizens to discuss the pres- 
ent condition and alleged mismanagement of 
the Cook County Insane Asylum was held at 
the Sherman House last night, some twenty 
being present. Attorney John Gibbons called 
the meeting to order, and stated that he had 
been requested to issue the call which brought 
them together in order that the charges made 
against the authorities of the asylum might 
be reviewed. and if found to be facts, then 
some action should be taken to correct the 
eviis alleged to be in existence. The meeting 
then organized by the selection of Justice Kan- 
dall H. White as Chairman and Mr. Gibbons 
Secretary. ä ‘ 

Dr. Clevenger, until recently the pathologist 
at the asylum, was called upon to speak, and 
said he had brought charges against the man- 
agement of the institution over a year ago. 
At that time be stated that there was mis- 
appropriation of funds, rascality, and brutality 
of the most disgraceful character, and 
it had not changed since. All attempts 
to secure an investigation and correction 
of the evils had resulted in failure owing to 
the political influence of the persons whose 
conduct it was proposed to look into. Mr. 
Gibbons asked the speaker if, in the event of 
the charges. bemg proven to exist, an 
infogmation laid against the person guilty of 
the offenses would not hold, as it had in other 
cases, but Dr. Clevenger said he thought not, 
because a ring existed in the County Board 
which prevented agrand jury being drawn 
that would give the matter proper atten- 
tion Dr. Kiernan said that steps ought to 
be taken to bring the abuses in the asylum to 
the notice of the State Board of Charities, 
which was in his opinion the only way they could 


| be corrected. Upon request be then gave a re- 


capitulation of the evils perpetrated during his 
stay at the asyium, all of which was published 
a short time since. Drs. Moyer and Brower 
spoke briefly on the subject, pointing out the 
difficuity in having a political faction to con- 
tend against, but coinciding with the idea that 
the State should take charge of the 
asylum. The Cbair informed the meet- 
ing at this point that tho State had 
declined on former occasions to interfere in 
such matters, holding that counties should look 
after their own insane. Dr. Hutchinson said 
he tad been on committees in times past to 
correct the abuses charged, but everything he 
and his colleagues bad suggested had been ig- 
nored. Dr. Kiernan again took the floor 
to explain the workings of the State 
supervision of insane asylums in 
Wisconsin, which had been productive 
of much good. He had made no charges that 
could not be proved by reliable witnesses and 
documentary evidence. lu reply to Mr. Gib- 
bons, tne doctor said he did not desire to attack 
individuals, but the system. A desultory talk 
ensued, in which several plans were proposed, 
Mr. Gibbons suggesting the matter be brought 
to the notice of the grand jury by information, 
Dr. Clevenger favoring ad appeal to the State, 
and the Chair suggesting that the evidence to be 
adduced at any investigation sbould first be 
collected and then taken before the grand jury. 
In reply toa question by Dr. Clevenger, tbe 
Chair imparved the information that under the 
Constitution of 1870 the management of all the 
county affairs was given into the hands of fil- 
teen Commissioners, and the system in exist- 
ence could only be changed by act of the State 
Legislature. The general sentiment of the 
meeting was that an indictment of the person 
responsible for the alleged abuses was the best 
way to proceed, August Spies alone objecting 
on the ground that the County Commissioners 
had full control of the grand jury, and any at- 
tempt to reach the guilty turough that channel 
would be a disastrous tailure. Mr. S. A. Clark 
said if the laws were inadequate to deai with 
the evil then the next Legislature should be 
appealed to. He did not believe, however, 
that. any grand jury would dare ignore the 
public outcry for reform in the asylum. If 
satisfied of the existence of the abuses, the 
people of Cook County would insist upon a 
correction. On motion of Dr. Kiernan a com- 
mittee of five was appointed to take action, 
with the privilege of increasing their number. 
Mr. John Gibbons, Randall H. White, 8. A. 
Clark, Dr. Brower, and Dr. Paoli were selected 
to act as the committee, and a public meeting 
will be called when it is ready to report.

Suspicion Directed Against the Penn- 
sylvania Lines—EKastern Visit- 
ors—A Promotion. 


The South Pennsylvania Oase Still Engag- 
: ing the Attention of the 
Courts. 


As was to be expected the restoration of east- 
bound freight rates to the 20-cent basis Oct. 15 
caused alarge decrease in east-bound ship- 
ments, which, during the last week, amounted 
to only 25,179 tons, against 38,790 tons for the 
week previous, a decrease of 13,611 tons. The 
total shipments for the week ending Oct. 10 
amounted to 55,460 tons, and for the week end- 


ing Oct. 8 they amounted to 62.419 tons. This - 


makes a decrease since Oct. 1, when the rates 
were first ordered to be restored, of 37,240 tons, 
a greater falling off in shipments than has been 
experienced in any one month heretofore. 
~The distribution of tonnage between the 
various roads during the last week is such as 
to give rise to grave fears that the present 
temporary agreement for the maintenance of a 
20-cent tariff will be broken before many days 
bave passed unless a strong money pool can 
speediiy be formed, and the position taken by 
the Baltimore regarding the proposed passen- 
pool leads to the belief that that company 
will interpose the same objections to the for- 
mation of a freight pool, which would prevent 
the consummation of such an arrangement un- 
til the Baltimore & Ohio bas secured a line 
Into New York, and which is not likely to be 
accomplished for some time to come. It 
appears m statement of sbip- 
ments that for the last week the two 
Pennsylvania lines took 41.2 per cent of the 
totalstipments. This has caused bad feeling, 
and the other lines cannot comprehend why 
the Pennsylvania, if it maintains the rate, 
should have gained such an advantage. The 
opinion was expressed by several of them that 
the advantage was secured by unfair means, 


and threats were made that if the Pennsylvania 


continued to take the bulk of the business 
hereafter they would make such rates as to 

them even. 
— saw Vice-President McCullough of 
the Pennsylvania regarding this matter. He 
emphatically denied that his company had se- 
cured the beavy percentage of business by un- 
fair means. He said none of the roads were 
maintaining the new tariff more faithfully 
than the Pennsylvania. He thought the heavy 
percentage of his lines was due to the strict 
mainteaance of rates, as the Pennsylvania 
lines were always ahead when uniform rates 
were being made. ; 

While the Pennsylvania may have taken no 
unfair means to secure so large a share of the 
business, yet it goes to show that it takes a 
stronger agreement than the present one to 
secure the permanent maintenance of rates, as 
shippers by combining can throw such a large 
amount on any one line as to create the sus- 
picion that rates are being cut, and with such a 
suspicion once aroused, especially when ship- 
ments are as lignt as at present, a general de- 
moralization cannot be long avoided.

The officials of the company seem to be 
highly pleased with the condition in which 
they found the affairs of their lines in the West 
and especially at Chicago. They do not feel 
Oversanguine, however, as regards the future 
relations between the Eastern trunk lines, the 
position lately taken by the Baltimore & Ohio, 
refusing to join the proposed passenger com- 
bination until it is assured of an outlet to New 
York, having evidently had a depressing in- 
fluence upon their expectations regarding the 
restroation of peacetul relations between the 
various Eastern roads. 
A WELL-DESERVED PROMOTION. 

Mr. M. S. Chase has been appointed Assistant 
General Freight Agent of the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railway in piace of C. M. 
Gray, deceased. He will have charge of the 
company’s freight affairs at Chicago and points 
eommon therewith. This appointment is a 
deserved recognition of the able and efficient 
work done in the service of this road by Mr. 
Chase. He entered the service of this com- 

_ Pany twenty-one years ago as expense bill 
clerk at the local freight station in this city. 
For the last seventeen years he worked zeal- 
ously in the office of Assistant General Freight 
Agent Gray, most of the time as chief clerk.

Some 
time ago we concluded to consolidate our roaa 
with tne Chicago & Lake Superior with a capi- 
tal of the amount meutioned above, and the 
matter will be voted upon at a meeting Dec. 
22. As to our selling out to the St. Paul, the 
Wisconsin Central, or any other road, you can 
deny it as emphatically as you please. We 
bave all the money we want, there is no stock 
on the market, and simply because we choose 
to keep our affairs to ourselves I don't see why 
people are so willing and ready to circulate re- 
ports that have no foundation whatever.“

THE SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA CASE. 
Harrissvuea, Pa., Oct. 24.—The argument in 


the South Pennsylvania Railway case was con- 


tinued this morning by B. M. Nead of this city 
for the Commonwealth. He spoke for an bour 
entirely on the question of competition as laid 
down in the Constitution, and beld that even 
though the lines may not bave been in compe- 
tition, yet they were paraliel—a word used in 
connection with the clause that prohibited the 
mergers. 
D. 8. Sellers of Philadelphia made a lengthy 
argument on the technica! points of the case. 
He contended that there was no wora in the 
fourth section of the seventeenth article that 
prevented the purchase of stocks and bonds. 
It was individual property and could be sold or 
bought at any time. The control of stock, be 
said, was not the control of the franchise. He 
had not concluded when recess was taken. 
After recess Mr. Sellers conciuded his argu- 
ment. Lyman D. Gilbert of this city, for the 
South Pennsyivania, then began his argument 
and spoke for about one hour. His principal 
line of defense was that the South Pennsyl- 
vania did not soll its road, simply the right to 
another corporation to build a projected line. 
The Commonwealth, in the person of J. How- 
ard Gendell of Philadelphia, then argued on 
the question of the unconstitutionality of the 


act, 

The Beech Creek side of the litigation was 
presented by M. E. Olmsted of this city. His 
main argument was to show that the stock of 
the Beech Creek that was purchased was per- 
sonal in its character. It being understood 
that D. S. Watson of Pittsburg, representing 
the South Pennsylvania Railroad, and R. 8. 
Peele of Lock Haven for the Beech 
Creek would submit their argument in 
writing by Wednesday. Attorney-General 
Cassidy closed the argument. He maintained 
that the Pennsylvania Company and the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad Company were the same, and 
denied that the charter of the Pennsylvania 
Company, as maintained by the defense, was 
higber than the Constitution of the State. At 
the conclusion of the Attorney-General's argu- 
ment the court adjourned, taking the testimo- 
ny and papers for future action. 


THE LAST SPIKE IN THE CANADIAN PA- 
CIFIC. 


MONTREAL, Que., Oct. 24.—The ceremony of 
driving the last spike in the Canadian Pacific 
will take place within the next fifteen or 
twenty days. The precise date for the event 
has not been fixed. The scene of the cere- 
mony is a point in the mountains about twen- 
ty-one and a half miles beyond the second 
crossing of the Colu mbia. 

TORONTO, Unt., Oct. 24.—A dispatch from 
London says: 

The Imperial Post-Office authorities are now ad- 
vertising for tenders for the conveyance of mails 
from Coal Harbor, British Columbia, to the Island 
ot Hong Kong. The advertisement calis for a 
fortnightly service by way of Yokohama both out- 
ward and homeward. The present contracts for 
the conveyance of the British mails to China ter- 
minate Jan. 31, 1888. Tenders in response to 
the present offer may be sent in up to March 31. 
1886. 

This is regarded bere as an important recog- 
nition of the Canadian Pacific route.

uur. Davitt Says the Two Great 
Questions Are Parnell’s Pros- 
pects and Rent. 


_ ‘Bighty-three Seats Counted Upon by 


the Nationalists in the Next 
Parliament. 


The Agitation to Be Kept Up Until En- 
gland Recognizes the Rights of 
the Irish Tenantry. 


Duntax. Oct. 16.—|Special Correspondence 
to The Tribune.]—The public attention of Ire- 
jand is at present fairly divided between Mr. 
parnell's prospects at the coming general elec- 
tion and the serious aspect which the rent 
question will assume during the ensuing win- 
ter. It would considerably lessen popular ap- 

prehension on the latter subject if the tri- 
ympb of the Nationalist candidates in Novem- 
per would also mean the defeat of process- 
serving aud eviction from thence until next 
March. But though we may count upon the 
aggressiveness of landlordism being stimu- 
jJated rather than modified by the result of 
the next appeal to the constituencies, 
the country is, nevertheless, manifesting the 
keenest possibie interest in the progress of the 
work of county conventions. These conven- 
tions, called for the selection of Nationalist 
candidates, are a new departure in Irish elec- 
tioneering politics. They are the first applica- 
tion of democratic machinery to the forma- 
tion of an irish Parliamentary party. The En- 
giish press was confidently predicting the 
complete failure of the American Experi- 
ment, and said the spirit of Donnybrook was 
to have been the most conspicuous 
feature that would exhibit itself among 
the delegates. Even with timid Nation- 
alists there were grave apprehensions 
of splits, opposition to Mr. Parnell, and 
assertion of local over national interests in the 
selection of candidates. These predictions, 
however, have been most thoroughly falsified 

dy the result of the seven conventions already 
held. Two of these, Cork and Dublin, certain- 
ly did give rise to grave fears of a dubious 
eutcome, but they are now counted by our 
people as the most satisfactory of the series, 
both with respect to the harmony which cbar- 
acterized their deliberations and the men who 
have been nominated by them. 

THE CANDIDATES SELECTED. 

Of the nineteen candidates selected by the 
Counties of Wicklow, Queens, Meath, Cork, 
Longford, Dublin, and Westmeath, eleven are 
new recruits for the Parliamentary party, six 
of the remaining number being old members 
and one an ex-member. Nine of the new men 
(Messrs. Kenny, Lane, Hooper, Flynn, Gilooly, 
O’Doberty, Quinn, Clancy, and Fuite) 
are thorough Parnellites, and will 
replace nominal Home-Kulers in the 
future Irish representation. The remaining 
two, Dr. Tanner and Sir T. Grattan Esmond, 
are practically untried men; but they are 
pledged to the program of the National League 
and the leadership of Mr. Parnell, like their 
colleagues, and may be reckoned in the same 
categery of active Nationalists. 

Supposing the ballot-box will confirm in 
November what those seven county conven- 
tions have already deciared, the net gain to Mr. 
Parnell's following will be ten members from 
these constituencies alone. Counting’ on the 
further probable gains of three in Galway, 
four in Mayo, two in_ Kerry, two in 
Leitrim, one in Kings County, one in Carluw, 

one in South, and four in Dublin City, the 
three southern provinces wil! thus add twenty- 
eight members to the Irish strength in West- 
minster. The calculations as to gains in Uister 
_@annot de so confidently made, but the pre- 
Vailing belief in the matter is that fifteen seats 
will be won trom the Whigs and Tories in the 
north of Treland. These will raise the entire 
' gain for Mr. Parnell’s party to forty-three, and, 
taking forty more as the equivalent of his 
full follow in the late Parliament, he will in 
all likelihood command a party of eighty-three 
members in the reformed House of Commons. 

_ The discipline and unity which have so far 

_ prevailed in the work of selecting candidates, 
== together with the ease with which every con- 
 stituency is being captured from the pro- 
British faction, is having a marked effect upon 
- the chiefs of the English parties. Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s thirty-to-four argument against 
the concession of home rule is heard of ho 
more. Lords Salisbury and Randolph Churchill, 

on the part of the Tories, hint at a possible 
solution of the Irish national question through 
scheme for the federation of the British Em- 
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genera! belief, the intentions of Mr. Gladstone, 
offers us the entire administration of the law, 
the control of the police, pubiic works, the 
poor law administration, the supervision of 
railways, the trade department, the schools, 
and the universities. 
CAN AFFORD TO WAIT. f 
Doubtless many of your readers, remember- 
ing that Ireland was under a Crimes act so 
late as six months ago and that 1,000 Irish Na- 
tionalists were imprisoned without trial less 
than four years back, will think Mr. Childers’ 
Offer a very remarkable one. So it unques- 
' tionably is; but we can afford to wait for even 
detter times, and they are certain to be forth- 
_ @oming. If we only maintain the same persist- 
ent energy in working for them, both in Ire 
land and in Westminster, which has brought 
‘the minds of British statesmen so far

VACCINATION ON THE RAIL, 


SCENES ON A TRAIN FROM CANADA—UNCLE 
SAM’S VAOCINATOR, AND THE RELUC- 
TANT FEMALE PASSENGER. 

Montreal (Que.) Heraid: As we halt for a 
moment at Sutton Junction the train is boarded 
by an elderly, good-natured-looking gentleman 
in spectacies, with a sort of Peter Cooper ex- 
pression of benevolence upon his face, who is 
announced as Dr. Hamilton of Richford, Vt., 
examining physician in the employ of the 
United States authorities, whose business it is 
to examine all passengers bound for Uncle 
Sam's domain, with a view to the vaccination 
of all the unvaccinated. 

Beginning with the first passenger found in 
the smoker.“ the foremost car of the train, 
he is confronted by the doctor with:

Unless this can be produced the individual is 
compelled to show his arm, when, unless there 
is a fresh scar, the passenger is obliged to 
again undergo the operation or leave the train. 
Down into his vest pocket goes the doctor, 
produces a little tin box in which he keeps the 
points,“ off comes the lid, out comes the 
ivory point; in a moment a tigy drop of blood 
appears on the surface of the skin, tne vac- 
cine is moistened by the breath, the matter 
rubbed off upon the lacerated part, and the 
job is done. . 

Having finished with the passengers in the 
smoking car, the next car, filled almost entirely 
with ladies, is visited by the doctor. Here be- 
gins the fun; those tight fitting sleeves cannot 
be pulled up, and mayhap the certificate has 
been left at home; yes it has, bonor bound, 
and only two weeks ago, the lady declares, she 
was vaccinated by Dr. B. of Montreal. She 
will send and have the doctor send a certificate 
to the examining physician. No, that won't do, 
and the law must be complied with. A tug at 
the tightly fitting jersey sleeve, another deter- 
mined pull and the arm is bared nearly to the 
elbow. ‘That will do,“ says the doctor. Out 
comes the little knife and point, and thirty 
seconds later the doctor passes on, while the 
lady sinks back in her seat witb defiance 
fiashing from her eye, and inwardly vowing, 
without doubt, that she will get even with that 
— man if she lives long enough, that she 
Will. 

**T would not lie to you, indeed I would not, 
Sir, says a pretty, brown-eyed damsel. 1 
have been vaccinated,” and the eyes become 
moistened and the cheeks quiver as with sup- 
pressed emotion. But the old doctor is obdu- 
rate. Business is business, and his business is 
to see that no one who is not properly vacci- 
nated, whether male or female, leaves Canadian 
for United States territory. Pretty or ugly, it 
is all the same to him. 

Sorry, madam, but I can’t help it; either let 
me see your certificate or your arm.“ She sees 
no sign of releniting in that face. Again she 
tries. 

It was but just a little while ago, indeed, it 
was, doctor. can’t show you my arm 
here. Can't you believe me?“ 

No; the doctor cannot and will not. The 
girl sees there is no use, and reluctantly be- 
gins tugging. at her waist. Down it comes 
from the neck, the left shoulder is exposed, 
then the arm. The doctor evidently is not 
satisfied. 

When were you vaccinated?’’ 

“Two years ago.“ 

“Scar is not fresh enough,“ says the doctor, 
and again out comes the scarifier and vaccine. 
A scratch and scream, but the physician is not 
daunted and continues the work, without 
fiinching, very gentiy, but with the air of aman 
who thoroughly understands his business. 

There, that will do,“ he says, and the girl, 
replacing her wardrobe, sinks back in her seat,

VITTORIA COLONNA. 


A REMARKABLE WOMAN OF THE ITALIAN 
RENAISSANCE—HER BHAUTY, GENIUS, AND 
VIRTUB. ‘ 

The evidence of contemporaries is over- 
whelming as regards her beauty, but every 
admirer of her in these latter days must paint 
her portrait in his imagination. She was tall 
and stately, with a dignified carriage and a 
most gracious manner. Her bearing was en- 
nobled by conscious virtue—in the Renaissance 
a pure woman could not but be conscious of 
virtue—and tenderness, religion, purity, noble 
ness were all expressed in figure and in face. 
She was also a grande dame and a Colonna, and 
may until her latter years have bad some touch 
of pride of birth, Genius, sanctity, and grace 
lend additional nobleness and ideal elevation 
to the beauty of Vittoria as a woman. Sne 
was a virago—a name which, however misap- 
prehended now, bore a different and a worthy 
signification in her day. Ferdinand Gregoro- 


Vvius, in bis Lucrezia Borgia,” says: This 


title was entirely honorable. It meant the 
woman of the Renaissance who, by means of 
courage, culture, and understanding, raised 
herself above the common level of her sex. 


‘ She received a higher homage if she added to 


the distinction of learning beauty and charm.”’ 
Vittoria united charm with learning and with 
worth. 

The Renaissance in Italy is said, roughly 
speaking, to have extended from 1453 to 1527. 
In or soon after the latter year the sensuous 
Southern temperament ceased to revel in the 
new-found pleasures of pagan joyousness and 
the zest of animal life. With the counter- 
Reformation came (July 21, 1542) the terrors of 
the infernal Inquisition; and fair, soft Italy 
was gloomed by the shadow. brightened only 
by the glare of the fagot, of the terrors and 
horrors of the Holy Office. A thoroughly 
frightened churen carried out savagely its one 
means of. repression. The last years of Vit- 
toria Colonna were certainly saddened by the 
operutions of the Inquisition.

Whatever Pescara may bave been 
or seemed to be to the Italian politicians and 
historians of his time he certainly was to her 
an ideal hero, worshiped for his valor, 
loved for himself. and after his early death her 
heart found relief in the song which mourned 
and honored him. ‘Ch’ io di lui sempre pensi, 
o pianga, o parli.“ But a time came in Which 
she turned whoily to the Lord of earth and 
heaven, and then she was a solo a sol con Lui. 
A virago, she was never m uline: she never 
was the man-woman ip which modern 
thought translates the now debased title. 
She was exquisitiy womanly and was always 
m animous; was ever full of love and faith, 
humility, and heavenly hope. Important as 
were the historical occtrrences which sur- 
rounded her life, the events of her career were, 
like the mere action of Shakspeares plays, 
chiefly important in so far as they educed and 
jilustrated character.

Precisely the 
same thing is said now in Washington of New- 
Yorkers. The National Capital a few years 
ago was in every respect a very reasonable 
place. Rents were low, provisions moderate, 
wages in com parison with those 
Northern cities + almost nothing, 

and clothes not to be calculated 
at all, inasmuch as they could not be bought 
there. But since permanent houses have gone 
so much out of fashion in New York and Bos- 
ton, and wealthy people find it important for 
their bodies as well as their souls health to 
change the air and the surroundings four or 
five times a year, Washington has become very 
popular as a winter residence. The climate is 
atrifie milder than that of New York, and the 
social atmosphere is different in kind, more 
varied, and therefore more interesting.

THE COURTS. _ 


Too Many Charges of “Desertion” 
in Divorce Proceedings—The 
Scoville Case. 


A Church Seeking to “Read Its Title 
Clear”—A Stock-Yards Firm’s 
Account. 


The divorce cases before Judge Moran yes- 
terday were singularly uninteresting, the most 
of them being for deseriion. “ There is too 
great a disposition to turn everything into de- 
sertion,”” declared the Judge, after he had 
heard this plea set up half a dozen times; 
„make it something else.“ The case of Joseph 
Barnebee, a school-teacher at Palos, against 
his wife Josephine was somewhat peculiar, 
for it appeared that his domestic trouble had 
arisen, not through the usuai mother-in-law, 
Ddut on account of a brother-in-law. 
The parties were married March 12, 1872, 
and shortly after the young wife asked her 
husband if be would object to her brother liv- 
ing with them. He consented, but soon learned 
to regret it, for she became so infatuated with 
her brother that she could not spare time to 
attend to her household duties. Barnebee 
finally told his brother-in-law to leave, but the 


latter coolly refused to go. A five-day notice 


to quit was then served on him by a luwyer’s 
advice, and he left, but Mrs. Barnebee insisted 
on going also. The husband remonstrated in 
vain, and she went away with her brother, tak- 
ing One of her children with her. Decree. 

Charles W. Gray had a rather mysterious 
story to tell of his wife’s desertion. He mar- 
ried Geraldine Gray in May, 1883, and after a 
pleasant bridal trip took ber bome to a cozy 
furnished cottage which his relatives bad pre- 
pared för him. They bad a reception that aft- 
ernoon, and then his wife wanted to go to her 
mother’s. He went with her, and when she 
had been there some time he proposed return- 
ing home. She said that was her home, and 
had ever since refused to live with him. They 
had never had any quarrel, and he was able to 
support her in better style than she was ac- 
customed to at home, so that be was at a loss 
to account for her leaving him. 

The only important divorce case heard by 
Judge Tuley yesterday was that of Prof. 
Charles A. Lewis, a traveling magician, against 
Ida M. Lewis, née Reshore, whom he married 
in 1872 at Sacramento, Cal. Some eighteen 
months ago they separated on account of her 
infidelity. His first suspicion of his wife's un- 
faithfulness was when they resided at Dillon, 
Mont. There he intercepted letters addressed 
to his wife, but nothing was said about the 
matter. In Cnicago Mr. Lewis was a witness 
to a meeting between his wife and one 8. R. 
McGowan, the author of secret letters. After 
this Lewis taxed his wife with improper con- 
duct, and she frankly confessed to illicit inter- 
course with McGowan. She first became ac- 
quainted with McGowan in Miles City, Mont., 
where he kept a butcher shop. At that place 
be is said to have bought a millinery store for 
Mrs. Lewis. Decree.

Scoville replied with a long affi- 
davit showing be had advanced large sums for 
rent in advance for his wife in an expensive 
house until next May, besides paymg grocery 
bilis, ete., so that he had overpaid her up to the 
Ist of next May more than $1256 above the 
stipulated alimony. Mrs. Scoville disputed 
many of the payments which it was claimed 
had been made, and the Judge advised the par- 
ties to get together and settle on the amount 
due before he would make any order. In the 
meantime, however, the executions would be 
staid. 

Divoree proceedings were instituted in the 
Circuit Court by Mrs. Mary W. Wilkinson 
against her busband, Samuel Wilkinson, a bag- 
gageman in the employ of the Chicago & Nortb- 
western Road. They were married March 18, 1874, 
at the Village of Potsdam, N. Y., and separated 
in 1883 on account of the husband's alleged in- 
fidelity. Complainant avers that he has sus- 
tained improper relations with Addie Truesdall 
at their home in Austin. The defendant is 
also charged with cruelty. He is the owner of 
a dwelling-house in Austin worth $1,500, and is 
in receipt of $45 a month from the road. The 
court is asked to enjoin him from disposing of 
his property and to grant complainant the cus- 
tody of one child. ; 
A CHURCH WANTS TO GET A CLEAR TITLE. 

The Western Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
Church filed a bill yesterday in the Superior 
Court against the City of Chicago to confirm 
its title to sixty-six feet front of land on 
the east side of Western avenue, just south of 
Monroe street, .running back east 111 feet. 
The land in that neighborhood was platted by 
J. A. Rockwell as Rockwell's Addition 
in 1854, the sixty-six feet claimed 
by the complainant bemg laid out on 
that plat as Wilcox avenue. The atreet has, 
however, never been taken possession of by 
the city, nor even used by the public, and for 
the last twenty years has been fenced in. Cow- 
plainant has acquired quit-claim tities from 
the owners of tne lots adjoining this sixty-six 
feet on the north and south, and now asserts 
that the city bas lost all its riguts in the prop- 
erty by itslong delay in takmg possession. 
Moreover, Monroe street runs through to 
Western avenue, only 116 feet north of the 
property in question, so that Wilcox avenue, 
even if opened, would be a nuisance, and the 
church trustees, therefore, ask to have their 
title in the lot confirmed. 

AN OVERPRUDENT EMPLOYE. 

The firm of Fowler Brothers filed a bill in 
the Circuit Court yesterday against William H. 
and Clifford McGillivray and the Illinois Trust 
and Savings Bank, asking for an accounting 
and for injunction. Last year the firm em- 
ployed William H. McGillivray to superintend 
and manage their lard refinery at the Union 
Stock-Yards. To facilitate the conduct of 
business the firm opened a bank account with 
the defendant bark in the name of their su- 
perintendent, as agent. They deposited $2,- 
827.91 and authorized William H. to draw 
checks to pay liabilities accruing against the 
firm. McGillivray was discharged Oct. 17 last, 
when there remained in the bank $450 in the 
agent's name. The bill charges that he fraud- 
ulently transferred the account to his son 
Clifford, and that the latter threatens to draw 
the balance. The court is asked to enjoin the 
McGillivrays from collecting or the bank from 
paying the $450 claimed by the firm. An in- 
junction was granted by Judge Tuley. 

ITEMS. 

Judge Gresham yesterday decided the case 
of Dunne against the Northwestern Gas & Con- 
struction Company. This was a creditors’ bill 
to compel a discovery of assets, and the com- 
pany claimed the service of process was not 
sufficient. The company bad been out of busi 
ness some years, and bad never elected any 
ofticers beyond its charter officers. The com- 
plainant did not know who the President was 
at the time his suit was begun, and served the 
party who had first been elected President, but 
in the return he was described as director. 
The court heid it sufficient, and granted a de- 
cree in favor of complainant. 

Before Judge Prendergast yesterday Otto 
Phillippt, assignee of the Union Catholic Pub- 
lishing Company, filed a report showing that he 
bas received in case $648.72, and bas paid out 
$104.31, leaving a balance in his bands of $544.- 
41. The claims proved against the estate 
amount to $2,550. The assignee wus author 
ized to pay a dividend of 15 percent to the 
creditors of the estate, and sell $2,500 worth of 
outstanding accounts and a note for $1,500 as 
desperate claiws. 

Richard Sinnott resides at No. 825 West 
Twenty-second street, and belongs to the crew 
on board the schooner York State. Oct. 16, 
while the schooner lay at the North Pier, Mr. 
William H. Condon, an admiralty lawyer, 
stepped on deck, and, as it is alleged, attempt - 
ed to make ajievy.

ANT ONE FOR LANDLORDISM OR DUBLIN 
CASTLE—IMPOSSIBLE RENTS AND THE 
CRIME OF EVICTION.

“LIN, Oct. 7.—The situation over here is not a 


very pleasant or promising one for either 


iandlordism or Dublin Castile. This lovely pair | 


of English institutions is like a couple of cul- 
prits sentenced to death but kept in daily 
suspense as to when the hour of execution will 
strike and although the calling and duty of a 
hangman are not such as many Irishmen 
would sigh for, there will be many volunteers 
for the task of dispatching these twin embodi- 
ments of England’s rule and Ireland’s ruin 
when the day of retributive justice will at last 
arrive. Asan Uleter Whig recently expressed 
it, “Dublin Castie is doomed and damned.“ 
but the other kindred infamy ie striving to 


ransom itself out of an impossibie position by 


means of a Purchase bill. he money, how- 
ever, instead of coming from the defeated 


garrison is expected to be forked out 
by the victors; and in order to encourage 
the smooth work of this little arrangement, 
forty-nine years are generously allowed (to 
those who have won so far ip the fight) in 
which to pay the tribute demanded by the 
Snancially-valiant but politically vanquished 
landlords! Still, the country does not seem to 
rush at such a chance of getting rid of the 
territorial garrison. Somehow our people ap- 
pear to think with me that the wisest course of 
action is the one that would be most in keep- 
ing with the situation, supposing the mode of 
fight was by military rather than by moral force 
—namely: to starve the garrison into a sur- 
render to the Irish people of the land which bas 
been so long in the possession of our enemy. 

The coming winter is destined to witness as 
desermined a fight against the payment of im- 
possible rents and the crime of eviction as any 
which has yet signalized the Irish land war. 
The landiords are combining to resist 
rent reductions. The people are preparing 
to resist eviction; and the Government 
which, under the circumstances, would 
only eagerly lend its powers to enforce the in- 
human decrees of the home-destroyers, is too 
weak to undertake a campaign of the crowbar 
brigade. If, however, the Landlord-Tory party 
comes back to power after the general election 
—a most improbabie contingency—we are cer- 
tain to see the full strength of its Administra- 
tion hurled against the Irish people once more 
in the vain hope of arresting the agrarian 
movement; and prisons and emigrant-ships 
will play again the part so often played before 
in the same desperate struggle. 

So you see the end of the iand-fight is not 
yet, notwithstanding Land acts, Arrears acts, 
and Purchase acts; and many who hailed 
these great measures as the extinction of 
landiordiem’’ are now fladmg themselves back 
in their original position of 1879-'80, demand- 
ing reduction of Land-act reuts and preparing 
to resist eviction which a scheme for buying 
out iandiords was to have made no 
longer possible in Ireland! Well, it is 
but a sad econsolation to find myself 
a truthful prophet of disappointed 
popular hopes. I have never, held any other 
opinion of the “mighty Land bill of 1881 but 
that it was introduced for the sole purpose of 
saving the rents which the Land League was 
making impossible in anticipation of the same 
work on the part of economic forces and the 
progress of revolutionary ideas of land reform. 
Time bas but too truly justified that view, and 
although I have stood all but alone in my op- 
position to the recent Land Purchase act of 

Landlord-Tory Government—deciaring it 
to be but a landlord-relief bill, and only in- 
troduced now to endeavor to save the falling 
value of compensation as the Land act was ex- 

ted to arrest the declining value of rentse— 
am likely to find myself once more a prophet 
in my own country. 

In apparent contradiction to these views it 
haz been said that our people must either pay 
or fight for the land. No sane person will con- 
tend that the landlords can be coerced into a 
smiling surrender of it to its rightful owners. 
But there is fighting and fighting. 

League aid not employ an army of agricultural 
soldiers or fit out a fleet of agrarian privateers. 
Still it fought—at least the landloris did so, 
while more than one of her Majesty's Minis- 
ters declared in the House of Commons that 
the unwritten law of the league had supersed- 
ed the enacted law of the Queen.

You must either give me legislative in- 
dependence for Ireland or I will turn your Im- 
perial Parliament into a state of complete 
belplesness. Moreover—and don’t you forget 
it—I mean legisiative independence to inciude 
our right to put a tariff upon such of your 
manufactures as compete with disadvantage 
to those of Ireland! How different this from 
the time when an humble petition from her 
Majesty's loyal Irish people would be spoken 
of by an Irish leader as the best way of pro- 
moting an inquiry into Ireland’s right to home 
rule! Time bas already shown that the new is 
more effective than the old method, for En- 
gland despises any cause or people behind 
which there is not power, and Mr. Parnell is 
making it most disagreeably manifest to En- 
glish opinion that he has power at his disposal 
with which to punish it his rightful demand be 
not complied with. 

Iam glad Mr. Parnell has modified his Ark- 
low pronouncement upon the question of pro- 
tection. He has immensely improved his posi- 
tion by his masterly speech at the Wicklow 
County Convention. The chief industry of 
Ireland—agriculture—undoubtedly wants pro- 
tection, but it is protection from a yearly land- 
lord tariff of $70,000,000; and when this, the 
parent of every other irish industry, is pro- 
tected we will stana in no need of artificial 
remedies for the fostering of home manu- 
factures.

These are the essential factors of the 
question, and, knowing them, any one 
can tell as much about the result 
as any diplomat at present knows. In all these 
provinces the Slavonian Christian element is 
in a majo ity, as regards numbers, over the 
Turks, and secondly it has the strouger major- 
ity, so to speak, of intelligence and progress. 
Though beyond all question stupid and igno- 
rant, the Bulgarian or Servian does really pro- 
gress, wh.le the Turk goes backward. Since 
the Bulgarians have become indepenaent they 
have begun to introduce many features of 
European civilization. Under Turkish rule. 
even within the present. generation, whole fer- 
tile provinces have become utterly desoiate, as 
for instance the Land of Moab. Therefore all 
of Turkey which is not Turkigh—that is to say, 
very nearly the whole of — in Europe 
must become detached from ner alien and evi! 
rule, 

But, unfortunately, bere are half a dozen 
States, ali very lively and greedy, all as anx- 
ious to grab every fragment as the great Bis- 
marck himself, and outside of these, again. 
larger ones, such as Russia, Austria, and 
Greece, all watching their chances to fish 
something out of the boiling pot. When the 
dogs get to fighting their masters are soon by 
the Sars,“ and it is next to a certainty that if 
Servia, Montenegro, Macedonia, and the rest 
o to fighting and annexiier, Austria will 
grasp the long-coveted Siavonia, and so on, 
tii all Europe sball be at war. This 
would indeed suit Germany admirably, and 
perhaps the Emperor of Russia, but such wars 
are serious things. Yet, while there are govern- 
ments or countries which cannot settle down 
into being mere Hollands or Spains, period: 
must come when there is a rising to hatte. ar 
adjustment of boundaries, a shakine off of old 
habits, a acourmg away of rust with blood, as

Bankers do not thank a man tor depositing, and 
the result is that the warfare which waged 
100 years ago against aristocracy is now turned 
against wealthn—that is, against the few who 
ure masters of the situation.. 

It is to de remarked that men of genius are 
beginning to study Socialism and necline to it 
as-areitorm out of which sometbing may be 
drawn for the good of munkind. To the grea: 
and unanswerable objection that no utteris 
radical retormer of the school has as yet pro- 
posed a single sensibie practical idea, they re 
ply that the organization of work and putting 
down the. abuses of society are as yet in thei: 
inlaney. The worst is that governments are 
not inclined to remedy the kina of abuses 
which stimulate reformers. It would be good 
policy, to say notping of justice and nationa) 
fame, if something were done to support, aid. 
encourage, and honor the genius of the coun- 
try. 

AN IMPENDING 8TRUGGLE. 

We are destined to beho d ere long in Eu- 
land a tremendous strugs e between the Con- 
ser vutive and Rad cal elements, and one of the 
most powerful visitants to the latter is the coo! 
manner in which the aristocracy have assumed 
that their order, including their poor relations. 
must be supported at all costs, even though 
the most deserving of the commons ure made 
to suffer. When the pession-iist was under 
tke oonrrol of the Lord Chancellor that gentle- 
man devoted an enormous poruon of it to sup- 
portime bis own relations in defiance of ali 
duty and honesty. When the Kev. Thoma: 
Thurlow died, in 1874, 
ceipt of £11,800 a year awarded to 
him by his uncle, the Lord Chan- 
cellor, “in compensation for abojished 
vuffices "’ which be bad un the first place no busi- 
ness to hola.

and the gratitude of their country. 
There wasairiend of her Majesty, the lady 
Augusta d'Este, daughter of the Duke of Sus- 
sex, who married the late Lord Truro, who, 
while in Office as Lord Chanceilor, had £10,00u 
u ear and £4,000 annuaily when retired. It 
does not appear that this lady was an artist in 
anything save in the art of robbing broken- 
down artisis and poor literary men, for she en- 
joyed £300 a year out of the £1,200 till her 
deuth in 1866. And at the present hour nearly 
ali this money is give to poor people of rank, 
politicians, and the like. When a man has 
done some dirty work for a M nister which wi. 
not bear parliamentary invest.gation, it is 
found convenient to pay him out ot The Poet’s 
Purse.”

tance of the position, bowever, calls for grave 


of this kind without fully weighing all ques- 
tions. The position of Cardinal is, with the 
exception ot the Pope, the highest in the 
Roman Catholic Church. The numberof Cur- 
dina.s is limited to seventy. They may be of 
any nationality, but the majority are generally 
itaiilans. Such is the dignity and responsibility 
of the position that the ranks are seldom 
ull, probably on account of the inabil- 
ity to find men of cal pre great enourch 
for the office. Dpon the death of. the 
Pope the College of Cardinas assembles 
in conclave and elects a successor,, and they 
have, since the time of Pope Alexander III. 
(1159-1181), invariably chosen one from their 
own ranks. The two names most frequently 
mentioned as the probab e American appo ntees 
are those o Archbishop Gibbons of Baltimore 
and Archbishop Tascherau of Quebeo, Canada. 
Archbishop Elz-ar Tascherau was born in 
Quebec in 1818, and studied in the seminary of 
that city. He was ordained a priest o: the Ro- 
man Catholic Church in 1842. He was subse- 
quently appointed Professor of mental philo- 
sophy, director of studies, and Superior of the 
Seminary of Quebec. He was made Professor 
of canon law in Laval University in 1856, and 
Administrator of the diocese in 1870. He was 
consecrated Archbishop of Quebeo March 19, 
1871.

We turn out as good horses as ever; but 
how very few of them survive «a 
fourth year’s training! 
of such 4 are giants in the land. For m- 
stance, in St. Simon and St. Gatien there can 
be no doubt that we bad last year two very 
bigh-class horses, but atready the former has 
succumbed to the severe discipline of the train- 
ing , ound, while from other causes St. Gatien 
has not so far this year been the borse he was 
last. We have too much racing and too early 
racing. The whole system of the cultivation 
of the thoroughb.ed at present is artificial, and 
he is probably at his best at the back end of 
his - ear-old career. Robert the Devil, For- 
hail, and St. Gatien never diplayed higher form 
than they did at the Newmarket October meet- 
ings as 3-year-olds. ~ 

TWO-YEAR-OLD RACING. 

To preach against 2year-old racing is ab- 
surd, An owner of ruce-horses would miss 
the chance of many valuable prizes if he did 
not run his colts when they are halt through 
their rst lustrum. The Bard, for inatance, one 
of the smartest young ones of the year, who is 
in the bands of one of the astutest of modern 
trainers, bas won fourteen races within tne 
last five months; it will be interesting to 
watch bis future career, and see whether 
bis juvenile exertions affect his training. 
What inducement can be offered to owners to 
re.rain trom racing their young ones off their 
legs? At present the inducements are all the 
other way. With such valuable stakes as are 
given now to own a fiying 2-year-old is to be 
n possession of a fine income for the season. 
The colt may not stand training next year; it 
is better to make hay while the sun sh:nes, 
and not trouble our heads about the great 3- 
year-old prizes; and remember after that age 
the owne. of a good horte an the Engiish tur 
bas notbing subsiantial to run tor. 

Looking back at the record of past Derbys it 
wil be found that the victors as a rule were 
never much raced during their 2-year-oid 
career. Tuis season, for instance, Melton and 
Paradox stand out prominentiy superior to 
those of théir year.. The former ran four times 
us a 2-year-old, commencing at Ascot in June: 
the latter only twice, and made his first appear- 
unce at Newmarket in Uctover. Thormanby, 
it is true, ran nine times as a 2-year-old, and it 
was perhaps the beilef that all colts were 
Thormanvy’s that led to the downfall of 
Dundee. Leg.s'avon for 2-;ear-old racing has 
been tried and found unsatisiactory. At pres- 
ent everything tends to foster juvenile racing, 
rom the large sums offered by the lessees - of 
courses fur their competition to that monstrous 
iniquiy, the Feather Piate, Cesarewitch Course, 
two miles and a quarter, in which 2-year-olds 
are allowed to take part, and which is run at 
Newmarket during the Houghton meeting un- 
der the direct auspices of the Jockey Club. A 
mile is surely the outside distance that a 2- 
,ear-old should be allowed to race. The re- 
suit is that we have a paucity of old horses in

THE CHESTER CUP. 

A prominent feature of modern racing is the 
growing favor of what are denominated gate- 
money meetings, such as Kempton, Sanaown, 
Four Oaks, etc. They are gradually super- 
seding the old-fashioned fixtures, ana where 
the iessves are not keenly alive to the signs of 
the times the speedy doom of many a time- 
bonored battiefleid is certain. Owners prefer 
well-constructed courses and liberal sume of 
added money to running for their own money 
over ground that involves not only risk to their 
horses, but in many cases results in a most un- 
satisfactory trial of the competitors. A little 
more than thirty years ago tkere was per- 
haps no more popuiar race than the Chester 
In 1852 torty-three horses faeed the 
starter, the biggest field that ever coutested a 
race in England. The runners in those years 
uveraged from twenty-five to thirty; aud yet it 
would be hard to find a worse race-course.

Nobody that 
has ever seen the horses come round Tatten- 
bum Corner, and afterward examined that 
turn, can fail to have been struck with its ex- 
cessively hazardous character when ridden 
round at racing pace. Not only is it a most 
awkward bend, but it is made worse by the 
ground sloping like a penthouse roof. From 
the stand side of the course to Tattenham Cor- 
ner is a gentle deciivity, and in a dry season 
nothing is more likely than that a horse should 
al. p up In rounding the turn. No wonder the 
older jockeys, with memories oi bad accidents, 
and their nerves not quite what they were in 
their youth, should fear the oft-recurring 
scr mmage at that point, and, even at the risk 
of losing ground, give the famous corner a 
wide berth. ‘The shareholders of the grand 


stand divide a large dividend yearly, and do 


next or nothing for the comfort or convenience 
of their patrons. Racing is becoming every 
day more of a business than a sport, and if the 
executive do not mend their ways owners of 
borses may awake to the fact that the sub-

EVADING THE CHINESE IMMIGRATION LAW 
—SARAH ALTHEA HILL—SHARON DYING— 
BARTLEY CAMPBELL’S ECCENTRICITIES. 
San Francisco, Cal, Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 

The newspaper disclosures of glaring frauds 

at the custom-house in connection with 

the evasion of the Chinese Restriction act 
promise to result in at least a tem- 
porary reform of the abuse. Deputy-Mar- 
shal Mellus bas been arrested and exam- 
ined before United States Commissioner Sawyer 
onthe charge of attempting to bribe an in- 
spector to alow Chinamen to land, and thd 
case is now under consideration by the Com- 
missioner. Judge Hoffman has instructed the 
United States grand jury to investigate the al- 


_Jeged crookedness of Government officials and 


retura indictments whenever the charges are 
proved. The venerable Judge was very em- 
phatic in his remarks. After explaining bow 
the return certificates may be sold in 
large uumbers to Chinese not entitled to 
them and sent to China for the use of coolics 
intending to come to this country, he added, 
It is said the act has operated, apparently. 
notwithstanding the various delinquenvies at- 
tributed to the courts. I am inclined to think 
I have been living in a fool's paralise, and that 
it has not been so.” It is alleged that ove im- 
plicated official bas received no less than $80,- 
000 for winking at evasions of the law by Chi-

Theatre and Mr. J. D’Oyly Carte for Messrs. 
Gilbert and Sullivan and Mr. John Stetson of the 
Fifth Avenue Theatre are at last amicabiy set- 
tied, and a working agreement has been en- 


tered into, concerning which I am able to 


give you the first authentic particulars, It 
has deen hinted bere that Mr. Stetson would 
move his Mikado” company to the Standard 
Theatre, but none of the newspapers have 
thus far been able to discover the actual. ar 
rangement nor to set forth the plans which 
Mr. Duff bas in view. When the latter brought 


out the Mikado at the Standard Mr. Carte 


began suit in the United States District Court 
and asked an injuriction, he having sold the 
right of its presentation to Mr. Stetson. Mr. 
Duff, convinced that be was right in bis 
course, at once gave bonds in the sum of 
$15,000, and produced the opera. The case 
was decided by Judge Wallace in Mr. Duff's 
favor, the opinion being a very sweeping 
one. Then Mr. Duff secured an injunc 
tion restraining the English parties rep- 
resented by Mr. Carte from interfering in any 
way with his (Duff's) production of the Mika- 
do” outside of New York. 
both thé Fifth Avenue and the 
„ Mikados” have been going along neck-and- 
neck, with equal success, making any prefer- 
ence a decidly difficult matter to settle upon. 
Recently Messrs. Stetson and Carte came 
to the conclusion that, inasmuch as Mr. 
Duff bas beaten them in the courts ana 
bids fair to attain the same end with the public, 
the best policy would be to reach some com- 
promise that would benefit both sides. Hence 
the present arrangement, which may be briefly 
set forth as follows: 
THE ARRANGEMENT MADE. 

Messrs. Duff, Carte, and Stetson are virtually 
agreed to pool issues. For a substantial con- 
sideration Mr. Daff has agreed not to take his 
company to Boston, with a further undérstund- 
ing that the great West is to be occupied by bis 
organization without fear of opposition from 
the other side. The Mikado” is to be moved 
from the Fifth Avenue, with Carte's 
company, to the Standard Theaire, which 
will continue for the remainder 
the season to be the home of Mikado.“ Mr. 
Duff receives from Mr. Stetson a specified sum 
from his oecupancy of the Standard, which de- 
prives the speculation ot any risk on his part. 
Mr. Duff has been particularily anxious to give 
bis performance of “Mikado” in Chr 
cago, having great faith in the ap 
preeiation of theatre-goers there; but the 
impossibility of being in two pluces at one 
time found an effective barrier to the scheme 
until peace was declared and the happy deliv- 
erance from ail further difficulties presented 
iteelf.. He bas contracted with Mr. J. H. Mo- 
Vicker, who is enthusiastic about the prospects 
of success for this compauy iu Chicago, to ap- 
pear at his theatre the evening of Nov. 23. 
bringing out the complete performance, in- 
eluding company chorus, orchestra, and com- 
plete scenery and costumes, the last two being 
marvels of beauty and richness. From 
all this it will be seen that Chicago will at 
least have an opportunity of seeing the 
real Mikado presented im a superior man- 
ner by a cast of characters seldom equaied in 
comic opera, as the names of Messrs. J. H. 
Ryly, Tom Whiffin, Harrie Hilliard, W. H. 
Hamilton, Alonze Stoddard, Francis Gaillard, 
Miss Vorona Jarbean, and Zelda Seguin form 
an imposing sist of artists.. The company will 
leave here intact atter the performance Satur- 
day, Nov. 21, vy special train, arriving in Chi- 
cago by 6 o’clock Moaday morning, in ample 
time for the Monday evening performance. 
The engagement involves a great putlay of 
money on all sides, but Doth Mr, MoVicker and 
Mr. Duff have perfect faith in the complete 
success of the scheme.

‘A MAN OF THE PROPLE AND AN ABLE aD- 
VOCATE—SKETCH OF HIS LIFB, — 
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Francois Paul Jules Gré 
Mont-sous-Vaudrez, in the Jura Mountains, 
Aug. 16, 1807. He was educated in the College 
of Poligny and aiterwards studied law ia Paris, 
and in due course was admitted as an advo- 
ente. He took part in the Revolution of 1830 
and was subsequentiy much employed at the 
bar as a defender of members of the Radical 
party who Were charged with the commission 
of political offenses. In 1848 he was appointed 
Commissary of the Provisional Government in 
his department, and was returned to the Con- 
stituent Assembly, heading the list of success- 
ful candidates for the Jura. As a mem- 

the Committee of Justice and 

of the Assembly, N. 

Grévy frequently ascended the tribune and 
proved bimself one ‘of the ablest speakers of 
the Democratic party. While maintaining an 
independent attitude, far removed from the 
Socialists and not as far from the Mountain, he 
usually voted with the extreme Left. Above 
ail, bis name is connected with a Radical 
amendment on the question of the Presidency. 
He proposed that Arts. 41, 43, and 45 of the 
Constitution ebould run in the following terms: 
The National Assembly delegates the executive 
power toa citizen who receives the title of 
President of the Council of Ministers. The 
President of the Council of Ministers is ap- 
pointed by the National Assembly by secret 
ballot and an absolute majority of votes; and 
the President of the Council is elected for an 
unlimited period. The appointment is atways 
revocabie.”” His amendments were rejected 
at the sitting of Oct. 7, 1848, when the 
Assembly decided that the President of 
the Republic should be chosen by un, 
versal suffrage, and should hold office 
for four years. Atter tho elechon of Dec. 10 
M. Grévy opposed the Government of Louis 
Napoleon, and protested against the expedi- 
tion to Rome. After the “coup d’état’’ he 
heid aloof from politics, and confined himself 
to the practice of his profession. In 1868 he 
was appointed Batonnier of the Order of Ad- 
vocates, and the following year be was again 
returned as Deputy for the Jura. Feb. 17, 
1871, M. Grévy was elected President of the 
National Assembly, then sitting in Bordeaux 
and now removed to Versail.es, and in dis- 
charging the duties of this important office he 
displayed remarkabie tact, judgment, and 
moderation. He resigned this office in April, 
1878, when he was succeeded by M. Buffet. In 
October, 1873, M. Grévy published a pam- 
phist entitied The Necessary Govern- 
ment.“ in which be declared that 
“Fravee has been transformed and has 
become a pure Democracy ; that “her first 
mistake was not to have founded a constitu- 
tional monarchy when she possessed the ele- 
ments of n and that ber second mistake 
would be t attempt to establish it when those 
elements no longer exist. At the general elec- 
tion of February, 1876, be was returned to the 
National Assemb'y by the arrondissement of 
Dole. in the Department of Jura, and at the 
meeting of the Chamber he was elected its 
President. He was elected by the new Cham- 
ber of Deputies Nov. 10, 1877, and again in 
January, 187¥. After the resignation of Mar- 
shal MacMahon M. Grévy was elected President 
of the Republic for seven years Jan. 30, 1879.

Lorimier, 
who has black eyes and a winning vivacity of 
speech and manner. Her little kingdom is a 
French pension, and those who owe her allegi- 
ance, and in some Instances board-bil s, are, for 
the most part, swarthy of face, brisk of tongue, 
and of the Latin race. Mme. Lorimier sits at 
the head of the table, from which she dispenses 
smiles, food, and bon-mots. Her French is 
fivent, ber English queer.

One may bave at the table of Mme. Lorimier 
that conversation. I do vot mean or 
dialog is a lost art. A dinner at her house 
is always a lively meal, marked by the iater- 
change of jeux desprit, incessant repartee, 
and joyous laughter. There are no bores to 
movopolize the talk, nodrones with glum faces 
to cast a yloom over the company. Ali drink 
freely ot red wine, but none becomes either 
sieepy or mcoberent. In its humble way tne 
pension of Mme. Lorimier is a true salon, with 
characteristics which commend it to the re- 
spectiui consideration of people who live tur- 
ther up-town and in much greater splendor. 

Among the wealthier classes there are a 
greut many small groups of agreeable, cuilti- 
vated people, in whose houses may be enjoved 
hospitality of the most charming sort. From 
these circies bores are rigidly excluded. The 
curse of fashionable life is the crowd of people 
who push themselves into the society of those 
whom they consider desirable.“ There are 
plenty of such in New York, who come from 
heaven knows where. Ambitious women with 
daughters; young men with gold shirt-studs 
and brazen effroniery, grimy Continental no- 

.biemen, and queer Englishmen are to be 
tound in the drawing- rooms of many who claim 
to rank among the dest people.“ 

The man who forees his way into a house 
after 12 o'clock, with a mask on his face and 
a dark-iaotern in his band, may possibly have 
agreeable social qualities, but there las nothing 
to commend the man who passes the thresh- 
oid at 9 o'clock arrayed ina dress suit, and 
11 squirms and wriggies himself into the 
parlor.

Just now there is a growing demand for a re- 
turn to the old system of stock companies of 
actors which have been replaced during the 
last decade by traveling combinations, and the 
ehances ure that there will be two or three new 
stock theatres in New York next season. It ie 
time that a change should be made; for in one 
respect at least the stage is suffering from a 
system which compels the subordinate actor to 
play one part the season through. Many of 
the old popular favorits are growing old and 
leaving the stage and there are no new ones to 
replace them. Of the stars who are coming 
before the public now there are but few who 
are not absolutely worthless and are foisted on 
their audiences by dint of extravagant puffery 
and flaming advertisements. The variety stage, 
which alone offers a scope for embryo genius, 
has of late years supplied most of the accepted 
favorits. For a long time thers bas not been a 
more opportune moment than the present tor 
the début of a really talected star.

RROWNING ON THE STAGR. 

Itrequires no deep study of Browning—a 
lege seemingly reserved for the favored 
few—to Tee! the breadth and the noble eleva- 
tion of the tragedy presented by Mr. Barrett's 
company Friday evening. “A Biot in the 
Seuteheon is not harrowing; it is not dis- 
tressing in the sense of most theatrical scenes 
ot human wo; tor it deals not with sentiment, 
but with pathos, profound, and caim, and 
weet. The story is the old one 
of love and sin, over which Dante 
prooded when he sang of Francesca’s fate. 
Behind the figures of Youth and Hope looms 
up the shadow of Destiny prophetic of in- 
evitabie sorrow.

RECOGNITION FOR EMMA ABBOTT—HER 
GENIUS, HER AMBITION, AND HER S8UC- 
CESS. 

Emma Abbott is entitled to an artistic recog- 
nition from the higher musical circles of her 
Own country such as she has not yet received. 
Her work bas many excellent qualities, but 
perhaps one in particular which reckons it 
beyond peradventure in the category of the 
first class: She triumphs most in her most 
exacting roles. Last season it was Semir- 
amide in which she made her greatest effect 
the one opera of her repertory which 
the average musician declared upon the 
spur of the moment that it was 
folly for her to attempt. But she did attempt 
it, and she succeeded. The end crowns the 
work.“ This year it is Traviata, in which 
she surprised and delighted those who were so 
fortunate as to hear ber. Violetta, also, is a role 
which Patti has made peculiarly ber own, and 
in which she has a number of times been heard 
here. What does it mean that this ambitious 
young American woman should make her 
deepest impression in roles made famous by 
singers of the very rarest vocal quality? When 
we have heard Patti ih La Traviata and 
“Semiramide,”” why should we care to hear 
a self-made American singer in tem? There 
can be but one answer, which is that the 
American singer also has a pure voice and at 
times a finished art. By means of them she 
calis up within us something of the glow and 
tenderness which we experienced before from 
the tones of the present queen of song herself. 
Upon the whole Verdi's ** Traviata is the best 
piece of work which Miss Abbott has as yet 
given. It suite her voice better than ** Semir- 
amide,“ for, although by dint of hard work 
she has finully attained to great delicacy of 
fortture, her prime excellencies as a vocalist 
are her sustained tones, ber pure legato (which 
no one can surpass), and the delicately-vibra- 
tory quality of ber voice—almost the same as 
that of an extremely-fine Cremona violin. 
These qualities are the ones most demanded in 
„Traviata.“ 

Another ground upon which artistic recog- 
pition ought to be claimed ior this singer is 
ber continual improvement now that ber finan- 
cial position has become established. In this 
respect her career contrasts most instructively 
with that of other first-class American singers. 
Miss Kellogg, for example, improved very little 
alter ber return from Europe, and in a very 
few years retrograded so lar that no leading po- 
sition was open to ber. Miss Cary improved 
more, but finally for a time lost her voice and 
retired toa more congenial lite. These and 
several others who might be named came 
back from Europe with great flourish of trump- 
ets, held prominent positions, and at length 
subsided. Miss Abbott bas done exactiy the 
opposit. She is a typical American. At the 
age of 15 anc beyond she was singing in coun- 
try sonool-houses, cross-roads chu:ches, 
and the like under her tather's 
management. A 810 house was a bo- 
napza. Four dollars and a half, $5.25, 
were more usual receipts. At this time she 
had the sostenuto, and the pure, fresh quality. 
which she still bus. In these ear y days, no 
doubt, sbe acquired the art ct p-easing the un- 
taught public, which in some particulars 
Stands in her way with the higber public for 
whose suffrages she now competes. Her first 
upward step of importance was ber engage- 
ment in New York as a choir singer. Then 
they sent her to Europe, where, tor less than a 
year and a halt. sbe studied with Wartel—one 
ot Nilsson’s teachers. This was the outfit upon 
which she made her national début in 1877 as 
a concert singer. In 1878 her operatic career 
began under the competent management of 
Mr. C. D. Hess. Hess took Miss Abbott when 
nobody else wanted ber. He found his account 
in it, but ber gratitude to him is none thetess. 
The next year her husband, Mr. Wethereil, be- 
came actively engaged in the management. 
Every season has been a gain in all respects 
over the previous one. The present company 
is far better thun any that she bas previously 
had. The voices are ‘resber and the schooling

LIFE IN NEW YORK. 
The Costly ani Stylish Equipages 


Union Club swells Disgracing 
Organization — Viscount” Park- 
er Readmitted. 


The Prudent Oerster-Jud ion Mansger 
Loses Money Other Musical and 
Dramatic Matters. 


New Tonk, Oct. 22.— [Special. — The lovely 
autumn weather keeps on, Or rather a summer 
temperature. dashed with a suggestion or fall 
by a chill evening breeze, still prevails. The 
theatres are doing passably, but the tendency 
ef people in general is to keep out of doors as 
much as possible, and after much walking or 
riding in the daytime one scarcely, fee's like 
venturing at nightinto a suffocating audito- 
rium. Ove of the prettiest sights the visitor 
to New York can behold just now is the scene 
presented by Central Park between 4 and 
6 o'clock in the afternoon. If any- 
body wishes to ferm an idea of. the 
wealth ot the community, let him 
watch the procession of equipages as it enters 


the Fifth avenue gate at Fifty-ninth street, | 


turns eastward, and moves toward the road.“ 
I do not know whether statisticians have ever 
taken the trouble to make the calculation, but 
I fancy that the outlay for harseflesh and yvebi- 
cles driven of an afternoon through the park 
would be weil up in the milhons. Moreover, 
the represertative character of the show must 
be ccusidered with special reference to the 
cost of maintaining the establishments. The 
cheapest lundaulet, drawn by a single horse, 
makes its owner pay out about 51.200 annual- 
ly to maintain it, the outiay for what I may be 
permitted to term “the plant being 
anywhere in the vicinity of $1,500, while pienty 
of stylish two- horse turnouts have first in- 
volved an expenditure of $3,000, and tax their 
possessor yearly to the same extent. One sees 
everybody in the park, whether in hired car- 
riages or lu private vebicies. Some of the old 
families have perhaps given up driving as a 
matter of disdlay, but the proportion of ab- 
sentees is small. The nouveaux riches are, of 
course, in the majority. They are readily rec- 
ognized by the freshness of their tarnouts, by 
the gaudy trappings of their teams, and 
by the clanking of their pole-chains. 
I was about to add that the 
war-paint with which the fair occupants of 
many of the new victorias and landaus adorn 
themselves was also an indication of their 
resent social rise, but I check myself from ro- 


memberm that chalk and rouge are not the 


exciusive property of the older families. Very 
many women who roll past are painted, I am 
sorry to say, and the task of separating the 
sheep from the goats becomes daily more diffi- 
cult of performance. Some well-known people 
are met in the park as regular y 
as the gray- coated keepers. Gen. Sickles rides 
daily in a brougham. Sadie Martinot, 
pretty and smiling, reclines on the cushions of 
a luxurious equipage. Vernona Jarbeau drives 
a victoria phaeton, drawn by as trim a pair of 
ponies as an amateur can wish to behold. Rus- 
sell Sage goes by quickly in a closed carriage. 
Samuel Colville and wife occupy a neat 
broughbam. Mrs. Bloodgood, a well-known 
New York beauty, drives backward and for- 
ward in one of the most elaborate of coaches, 
Wb footman and coachman in smart livery. 
An aged gentieman with a broad and benevo- 
lent tace and white locks streaming in the 
wind, who is familiarly alluded to as Old 
Saleratus and who is believed to pos- 
sess a greater variety of carriages than 
anybody in town, rattles past ata good pace. 
The medical fraternity is represented by 
Dr. Carnocban, erect at 70 and handling the 
reins over a fine team, and Dr. W. A. Ham- 
mond. ina @gantie ealéche, and invariably 
accompanied by his daughter, a sweet-faced 
blonde, whose warriage to Count Lauza caused 
quite a flutter. Then come Levy, the cornet- 
player, ina low-hung phaecton, a local news- 
paper vroprietor, the beroine of a once-fa- 
mous divorce suit, halt a dozen young girls in 
as Many village-carts, bobbing up and down 
with every step of their little horses, a party 
of widows, and, at intervals, the heavy park 
earriages, with their loads of rural sightseers. 
Although there is more bustle on the Kiverside 
drive than in the past the roads leading thither 
are in sue a wretched condition that few peovie 
care to journey m that directiop.

DIRECTORS’ QUEER PROCEEDINGS. 


The d.rectors bere, like some others alluded | 


to recently, have :alien into the habit of vio- 
lating the law by drawing orders in their own 
favor. The President, Mr. Hamabs, is repre- 
sented by the Treasurer's books as having been 
paid for lumber, for taking the census, and 
for other matters. The amounts are small, but 
the law bas been vlolated. Directors Gailistel 
and O'Neill have also drawn money from the 
Treasurer for themseives, and Director Sulli- 
van, who took the census this yeur, drew 
$175.70 for the same. These gent emen may 
not be aware that they have violuted the law, 
but they have. They should consult ther 
salaried lawyer. The clerk of the wirectors is 
a brewery employé. He gets $800 a year for 
keep the records of the board. There isa 
meeting once a month. 

There is one officer of the district whose con- 
duct deserves unqualified commendation.

LITTLE HOPE FOR IMPROVEMENT. 

The worst feature of the Soutb Chicago dis- 
trict is that there 1s not the siightest indica- 
tion of improvement. On the contrary, mat- 
ters seem to be going from bad to worse. One 
fuct will illustrate this. Since the ciose of the 
last school year, June 30, 1885. $14,737 has 
been paid out by the Treasurer on district or- 
ders, mostiy for repairs and supplies! This 
was done, it must be remembered. in a district 
where there is no money on hand to pay 
the teachers their salaries. A new Superin- 
tendent has been employed at a sa- 
ary of $2,500, an advance. of $1,000 
over last year. The salaries of teachers have 
been increased. The repairs are still going on. 
The new Su tendent, Mr. C. I. Parker, ié a 
man of very expensive tastes. He is great on 
supplies. He will have it that the pupils be 
supplied with exercise paper witb printed head- 
ings, pointed jead-penciis, ruled drawing-siates, 
and costiy supplementary ceading matter gra- 
tis. Scores of voiumes of readings trom Haw- 
thorne, Lewis Ca: roll, and so forth are on sup- 
ply. Map-easeis have been introduced; new 
sets of maps have been purchased. Nothing 
ig too good for the district," Mr. Parker re- 
marked yesterday. So it appears. The sup- 
plies this year, if be bas bis way, will cost 
enormously. The poorer chi.dren are “leat” 
reading books by the board. The spir.t of the 
law is being constantly violated. Mr. Pa:ker, 
who isa Vemocrat, and therefore a strict con- 
structionist, may not bei.eve this, but it isa 
fact all the same—just as much a fact as that 
Mr. Parker does not pursue a policy of Jeffer- 
sonian simplicity. Drawing is being intro- 
duced. * Costly sets of Prang’s forms have 
been supplied to all the schoo's. Natural 
objects would never du for the. es- 
thetic district of South Chicago,’ 
For some rooms Mr. Parker insists that two 
teachers are necessary. He thinks that Chi- 
cago is in a bad condition, pedagogically speak- 
ing, if the:e are filty-seven pupils to each 
teacher. This,“ Mr. Parker says, ** costsajthe 
pupils three years of educauon.“ Poor, be- 
niguted. swindled boys and girs of Chicago! 
Tu give an idea of Mr. Par.er'’s opposit policy 
a few statistics will suffice: Three teachers in- 
struct fit, pupils in the S.utea Cuicago High- 
School, six teachers instruct 218 pupils iu the 
Bown School, five instruct 211 un the Gailistel, 
four instruct 132 in the jrondale, five instruct 172 
in the Taylor, and a man is puid $60 per mouth 
for teaching nineteen pupils in one scbool. 
Exciuding the latter tiie average to each 
teacher is 35.5. Maiters have been in a bad 
shape in the district, which is poor. If the 
present extravagant course is purgued the dis- 
trct will have 40 suspend schools for au in- 
definit period for lack of funds.

The building to be erected by Marshall Field 
on Fifth avenue, Quincy, Franklin, and Adams 
streets will be one of the largest and most im- 
posing structures devoted to business uses in 
the world. It is true, as already stated, that 
beauty will be one of the objects aimed at in 
the plans, but it will be the beauty of material 
and symmetry rather than of mere supe: ficial 
ornamentation. A. H. Richardson, me famous 
architect of Brookline, Mass., has long bad 
certain ideas which he wished to embody in 
such a building, and Mr. Fiela’s scheme fur- 
nishes him an excellent opportunity. A look 
at the plans justifies the bel:ef that tho struct- 
ure will be a distinct advance in the arcbi- 
tecture of buildings devoted to commercial 
purposes in this country. 

The dimensions of the lot are. 824 feet 8 
inches on Adams and Quincy streets, 190 on 
Fifth avenue, and 191 on Franklin street. The 
material of the exterior will be granit for the 
urst two stories and Brown stone from the 
Kibbe quarries a@Springfieid, Muss., for the 
five stories above. It will be as piain as it can 
be made. the effects depending on the relations 
of the “‘ voids and solids ’’—that is, on the pro- 
portion of the parts. The court on Quincy 
street, to be used for shipping gcods, will be 
40 feet deep and 156 fect 4 inches front, leaving 
the frontage on each side 84 feet two inches. 
Around this court there will be a 
platform just the hight of the wagons 
on which the goods will de sent 
awar. The court will be covered with glass. 
The building will have eignt freight and two 
passen elevators. From the court to Adams 
street Um be two heavy fire-walls. The in- 
terior arrangements will be such as to secure 
the greatest tacility in handling the goods. A 
portion of the lower floor will Le given up to 
general offices of the firm. Of course a good 
deal of iron will have to be used in tne interior 
construction, and everything in the way of ma- 
terial will be of the strongest kind to support 
the immense weight. The contract bas deen 
let to Norcross Brothers of Worcester, Mass., 
and the excavations are now in progress. The 
building will be completed Jun. 1. 1887. The 
work will all be performed by Chicago artisans.

CHIiCAGO. Oct. 24.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
In regard to the sale of the reform-achool block 
by the County Commissioners 1 notice that in 
an article of yours today you say that while 
the value I set on it—$75,000—may be correct,
